Robbing Peter? 

I eould balanee the state budget in two min- 
utes flat: just eut 30 pereent of everything or lop 
off a few departments. We don’t even need a 
budget eommittee for that. 

So why don’t we do that? Beeause even the 
most ardent budget eutter knows that all gov- 
ernment spending isn’t ereated equal. And 
when it gets right down to it, any eutting is 
tough, and not for some warm frizzy help-the- 
less-fortunate reason, but beeause euts in one 
plaee have a habit of showing up elsewhere. 

A great example is the state’s ehild eare assis- 
tanee. The state helps working parents afford 
day eare by pieking up a portion of the eost so 
the parent ean work. It seems like a no-brainer. 
The state may pay $ 1 00 per week for ehild eare, 
but that mom or dad ean now work, beeome a 
eontributing member of soeiety, pay taxes and 
all the rest. But the state is and has been eut- 
ting this program baek knowing full well that 
this will inerease welfare rolls. But funny thing, 
welfare is a federal eost in this ease or maybe 
a eity one. So the state saves $100 a week and 
eosts the federal government maybe $1,000 
a week and that doesn’t inelude the lingering 
eosts of erime and long-term poverty assoeiated 
with welfare. But, hey, we got that state budget 
down. The best news is that we tax payers aetu- 
ally have to pay more out beeause of that little 
eost shifting. We don’t get the luxury of shifting 
our taxes onto someone else. It’s eoming out of 
our poeket one way or another. 

To take this to absurd levels, a eity eould just 
eliminate its poliee foree to save money. Sure, 
home values would plummet, insuranee eosts 
would go through the roof and mayhem would 
result, but we’d have lower taxes. But it’s not 
always so evident — what is the result of eut- 
ting subsidies to Medieare? Higher health eare 
insuranee as hospitals pass on those eosts to 
insuranee eompanies who them pass them on to 
us? Is that really job killing? 

Cost shifting is easy. Making wise deeisions 
and ereating eost eontrols is tougher. We need 
to earefully look at the tme eost of eaeh deei- 
sion to eut.

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News in Brief 

• Wilbur nominated for banking commis- 
sioner: Gov. John Lynch announced last week 
he would nominate Ronald Wilbur to be eom- 
missioner of the New Hampshire Banking 
Department. Wilbur, a Coneord resident, must 
be eonfirmed by the Exeeutive Couneil. Wil- 
bur was president and CEO of the Merrimaek 
County Savings Bank for 20 years before retir- 
ing last year. “He brings to the job a lifetime of 
professional experienee, strong leadership and 
management skills, and a reputation for integ- 
rity,” Lyneh said in a statement. “He has the 
right skill set and temperament to help ensure 
the Banking Department is funetioning as an 
effeetive regulatory ageney, and working with 
other ageneies to ensure the publie interest is 
well served.” Wilbur has been in the industry 
sinee 1974. Wilbur was named Coneord Cham- 
ber of Commeree’s eitizen of the year in 2010. 

• Committee approves measure to require 
ID for voting: The House Eleetion Law Com- 
mittee approved a measure that would require 
voters to present valid photo identifieation at 
the polls. The Committee passed the bill. Sen- 
ate Bill 129, last week and the Senate signed 
off on it in Mareh. “In an age when the need 
to show ID is eommonplaee — as when we 
write or eash a eheek, get on a Greyhound bus, 
or a plane — why wouldn’t we have the same 
requirement at the polls to proteet against voter 
fraud and preserve the integrity of the eleetoral 


proeess?” said Rep. David Bates, R- Windham, 
ehairman of the Eleetion Law Committee. 
Bates said the law ensures people wouldn’t 
be turned away if they don’t have an ID, and 
instead would be given a provisional ballot and 
would have three days to appear before the eity 
or town elerk to present valid identifieation. 
Under the provision. Bates said voters without 
valid ID eould obtain a non-driver photo ID 
free from the Department of Motor Vehieles. 
Between 60,000 and 75,000 state residents will 
not have the photo ID required under the law 
at the next eleetion, aeeording to an op-ed in 
the Telegraph last weekend by Liz Tentarel- 
li and Sally Davis, eo-presidents of the New 
Hampshire League of Women Voters. Tentarel- 
li and Davis wrote that the law “easts suspieion 
on the integrity of every New Hampshire eiti- 
zen and it’s very likely to raise questions about 
New Hampshire’s standing to hold the first-in- 
the-nation primary.” 

• Legislators react to bin Laden’s death: 

The news that Osama bin Laden had been 
killed last weekend roeked the world and like- 
ly served as a morale booster in the midst of 
heated politieal and eeonomie times. Members 
of the New Hampshire eongressional delega- 
tion all released statements on the news. Rep. 
Frank Guinta said in a statement that “Bin Lad- 
en’s death was not an aet of revenge; it was 
retribution. This evil man eharted his eourse a 
long time ago; now his demise has fulfilled it.” 
U.S. Sen. Jeanne Shaheen said in a statement 


that “this is a fitting end for the faee of glob- 
al terrorism — an evil madman whose hatred 
of freedom and disregard for innoeent human 
life knew no bounds.” Offieials and legislators 
have also said that though bin Laden’s death 
is signifieant, the war on terror is eertainly not 
over. Rep. Charlie Bass said “hopefully the 
Amerieans who lost loved ones on that fateful 
day ean find some peaee.” “I join all Amerieans 
in expressing profound gratitude to our brave 
servieemen and women, as well as Ameriea’s 
intelligenee eommunity, for ensuring that bin 
Laden ean no longer harm our eountry,” Sen. 
Kelly Ayotte said in a statement. “Killing bin 
Laden is news we’ve all been waiting for.” 

• Coalition of state reps takes advice from 
business leaders: The state House of Repre- 
sentatives Business Coalition has eontinued 
to reaeh out to a variety of industries to gather 
ideas for making the state more business-friend- 
ly. “Now more than ever the legislature must 
foeus on eneouraging the business eommunity 
to grow and expand,” said state Rep. Lau- 
rie Sanborn, R-Henniker, ehairwoman of the 
Coalition. During a reeent meeting, business 
owners said over-regulation, high operating 
eosts and exeessive taxes make it diffieult to 
expand and hire. Sanborn said lawmakers will 
take the suggestions into aeeount when draft- 
ing future legislation. “New Hampshire doesn’t 
operate in a vaeuum,” Sanborn said. “We need 
to exeel eompared with other states to attraet 
and retain the best employees and employers.” 


Aeeording to a press release from the Coali- 
tion, the Coalition represents the largest bloek 
of pro-business legislators in New Hamp- 
shire history, with more than 85 members. The 
group meets weekly and makes reeommenda- 
tions on bills that impaet the state’s business 
eommunity. 

• Prince Charles requests meeting with 
Shaheen: Shaheen was seheduled to meet 
with His Royal Highness, Prinee Charles, the 
Prinee of Wales, this week to diseuss elimate 
ehange, energy seeurity and the future of elean 
energy. Shaheen said in a press release from 
her offiee that Prinee Charles has long been an 
advoeate for elean energy and the reduetion of 
greenhouse gas emissions. Shaheen met with 
Prinee Charles in Mareh to diseuss the role of 
the U.S. in the elimate ehange debate. Aeeord- 
ing to the release, Prinee Charles requested the 
follow-up meeting with Shaheen. Shaheen is 
the ehairwoman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations’ Subeommittee on European Affairs. 

• Low-achieving schools can apply for 
funds: New Hampshire is slated to get $1.47 
million to assist the lowest-aehieving sehools 
through the Sehool Improvement Grants (SIG) 
program, aeeording to a reeent announeement 
from Sen. Jeanne Shaheen. The funds are part 
of $546 million available through the SIG pro- 
gram. The money is distributed to the state 
Department of Edueation and sehool distriets 
ean apply to the state for funds this spring, the 
release said.

New Life Home renovations 
by women for women 

When Samantha arrived at New Life 
Home in Manchester in 2007, she was 
addicted to drugs and she was the victim 
of an abusive relationship. She was also six 
months pregnant. Other shelters or homes 
would have taken her in until she had her 
daughter, but after that she would have had 
nowhere to go. Having New Life Home as 
an option made all the difference, she said. 

“It changed my whole life,” Samantha 
said. “It gave my daughter life. I wouldn’t 
be here today without this home.” 

New Life Home (www.newlifehome. 
org), which takes in no state or federal mon- 
ey, offers a 24-month program that includes 
treatment for substance abuse, peer support, 
and care. The goal is self-sufficiency. The 
home, which can take in as many as 15 fam-

ilies at once, works to help women find a 
new life. Currently 10 women and 13 chil- 
dren make it their home. 

Today, Samantha has just finished up her 
junior year of college. She’s studying for a 
degree in psychology. She’s hoping to be 
able to help young mothers and women in 
situations similar to what she once found 
herself in. 

Grace Rosado started New Life Home 
for Women & Children, 782 River Road, 30 
years ago with her husband, George. There 
were few homes for women who have gone 
through traumatic experiences as well as 
their children. 

“Sometimes it takes a while to see a life 
transformed,” Rosado said. 

New Life Home recently took up an ini- 
tiative that is putting women to work. 
Side-by-Side is a project to renovate what 
was an old kitchen into a new study area so 
residents like Samantha have a quiet place 
to study or read. The project is being done 
with the help of women, and only women. 
Women are working on the flooring, the 
painting, the design, all the physical work, 
as well as all the planning. Along with vol- 
unteers, women at the home are pitching in. 
It’s an opportunity for them to pick up some 
skills.

“It’s so important to have the eommunity 
invested in the home,” Rosado said. 

Emily Shakra, who does home staging 
and deeorating, was working with New Life 
Home for a separate nonprofit initiative 
to renovate its playroom, when she asked 
Rosado if there was anything the home 
needed. 

“It just seems like it’s a big, happy fami- 
ly here,” Shakra said. 

Rosado said helping these women get 
used to healthy relationships and inter- 
personal relations is part of the 24-month 
program. 

The finished produet will have two eubi- 
eles, an administrative desk for staff and a 
eorner spot for eurling up with a book. 

“It’s just a eomfy spaee of solitude,” said 
Pattie Chouinard, a nurse and a distributor 
of Tom Boy Tools (www.tomboytools.info/ 
eooltools), whieh makes tools designed for 
women. Chouinard is eoordinating the ren- 
ovation projeet. She said the projeet has all 
the key players in place. They’re hoping to 
finish the project by June 1. 

There are only two or three female elec- 
tricians in the state, and project organizers 
were able to get one of them to help with 
this initiative. 

“This is just so unique in our country,” 
said Anne Beaupre, a volunteer with the 
project, of New Life Home’s ability to take 
in not only women but also their children. 
She added that places like New Life Home 
are often unsustainable without govern- 
ment aid. She said that makes what Rosado 
has done with New Life Home all the more 
remarkable: “It’s pretty amazing from a 
global perspective.” 

“The women I worked with are just 
incredible,” Beaupre added. 

The Side-by-Side effort could still use 
some materials and cash donations. New 
Life Home is seeking general donations as 
well.

Nonprofits get help 
from builders 

Four New Hampshire projects in progress 

With a successful project in the books last 
year. Building on Hope is looking to continue 
to raise awareness and funds for nonprof- 
it organizations in need this year, before 
embarking on another large-scale project in 
2012. 

The initial idea was that, first, the economy 
was bad so builders, architects and designers 
were having trouble finding work, and sec- 
ond, nonprofit organizations didn’t have the 
funds to make needed capital improvements. 
Founders figured there was a place to meet in 
the middle. 

“What better way to highlight these indi- 
viduals than to pair them with a group that 
could use their assistance?” said E.J. Pow- 
ers, a committee member for Building on 
Hope and vice president of strategic commu- 
nications at Montagne Communications in 
Manchester. 

The first place they met was the White 
House Intensive Residential Treatment Cen- 
ter, a teen home for troubled boys who, for 
whatever reason, couldn’t live at home. The 
Easter Seals facility was built in the 1930s 
and needed about $100,000 worth of exten- 
sive renovating. The work took place during a 
14-day period in May of last year. 

“I just think we’re so blessed, this is such 
an amazing organization,” said Emily Shakra,

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the outgoing co-chairwoman of the Building 
on Hope committee.

Building on Hope is also preparing for 
another large-scale renovation in 2012, though 
the specific project has yet to be determined.

Latest budget issue is a gas 

Would temporary tax reduction really help?

Whereas House lawmakers’ budget propos- 
als got all the attention in the previous month 
or so, a proposal to reduce the state’s gas tax 
by 5 cents has garnered most of the atten- 
tion in recent weeks. And the proposal would 
reduce the tax only until July. 

In the face of ever-rising gas prices, no one’s 
going to dispute that fuel costs are a problem. 
But is dropping the 18-cent-per-gallon gas tax 
by 5 cents really worth what it would cost the 
state in road and bridge repairs? New Hamp- 
shire currently has the lowest gas tax in New 
England at 18 cents per gallon. The gas tax 
hasn’t changed in New Hampshire since 1991, 
not that there haven’t been proposals to raise 
it. 

House Speaker William O’Brien, R-Mont 
Vernon, said gas prices have been the number- 
one concern of his constituents, which is why, 
he said, the House made the proposal. 

“This bill is good for our economy and will 
give welcome relief to the drivers of the state 
who are facing soaring gas prices,” O’Brien 
said in a statement. 

O’Brien even said people in his Mont Ver- 
non district aren’t “overly focused” on the 
state budget, among other items, but rather are 
focused on gas prices. 

“We are hoping that by July, we’ll see 
gasoline prices drop back down to a more 


reasonable level,” O’Brien 
said in the statement. 

Gas prices do typically 
rise between February and 
Memorial Day. 

While supporters say the 
proposal would present a 
small savings to consum- 
ers, it would be costly with 
regard to road and bridge repairs. Officials 
say the move will cost the state highway fund 
as much as $7 million. In that $7 million is 
$840,000 slated to help cities and towns make 
repairs to roads and bridges. 

A gimmick? 

It’s a small savings — no one is saying it’s 
more than that. So then what’s the point? This 
moved has been called a gimmick. It’s been 
said it won’t have any impact. 

Gov. John Lynch called the tax reduction 
a gimmick after the House voted 201-108 to 
approve the two-month, 5-cent tax hiatus last 
week. Reports indicate the proposal’s future is 
less certain in the Senate, which already killed 
a 10-cent reduction in the cigarette tax. 

So maybe it’s all about the message it sends. 
House Majority Leader D.J. Bettencourt said 
as much in a statement last week. 

“My hope is this also sends a clear message 
to those who elected us that Republicans in 
Concord are doing everything we can to cut 
taxes and spending, drive the economy, and 


put more money back into the pockets of our 
working families,” Bettencourt said. 

Amie Amesen, host of the talk show Polit- 
ical Chowder, said the gas tax proposal was 
just a distraction. She went further, though, 
saying the tax cut was undermining the future 
of the state to score political points. She even 
went so far as to say the move was immoral. 

“What is [O’Brien’s] compass?” Amesen 
said. “Which direction is it going?” 

Ideologically, you can go around in circles 
on the House’s budget priorities and other 
fiscal proposals, but it’s clear that much of 
what the House leadership is doing is aimed 
at shifting the playing field. Instead of trying 
to find ways to fund everything that’s been in 
the state budget. House lawmakers are trying 
to find ways to spend less. But residents want 
tangible change when it comes to the govern- 
ment spending less. It’s difficult to see how 
this proposal provides that tangible change, 
based on what officials are saying. 

Volatility at the pump 

“How can you tell?” Amesen asked. 

Opponents pointed to the volatility in the 
gas prices. They figured any savings would 
be gobbled up by oil companies rather than 
regular Granite Staters. (Maybe that’s why the 
state hasn’t changed the tax in so long.) 

Charles Arlinghaus, president of the Josiah 
Bartlett Center for Public Policy, said the 
same thing. He told WBZ the move wouldn’t 
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ultimately put any money back in consumers’ 
pockets. In fact, he said it would have practi- 
cally no effect. 

“The problem here is there’s no obligation 
on the gas companies to actually share that 
revenue with consumers,” Amesen said. 

Crossing state lines 

There’s the now-repeated line that cutting 
the tax, even just 5 cents, will bring motor- 
ists from other states into New Hampshire to 
buy their gas. House lawmakers used the same 
rhetoric with regard to the cigarette tax cut. 

Bettencourt said gas prices are already 
about 5 cents lower in New Hampshire than 
they are in Maine and about 10 cents lower 
than pump prices in Massachusetts. His think- 
ing is — in tandem with the idea that people 
would drive across the border for lower prices 
— that visitors to the state would not only fuel 
up but they’d also buy other goods, including 
taxable items like cigarettes, liquor and lottery 
tickets. 

“This will help to drive up state revenues, 
as will the business profits taxes of the local 
gas stations benefiting from the additional 
business,” Bettencourt said last week. 

Would those visitors to the state already 
be here regardless of the gas tax or will there 
really be lots of people crossing the border for 
gas? The Senate didn’t buy the argument with 
regard to a small cigarette tax cut. 


The Donald and the debates 

Compare and contrast the conservative candidates

By the time the black “Tmmp” helicopter 
landed and the Donald stmtted across the tarmac 
with all the flair of an actor playing the president 
on The West Wing, it was clear the 2012 presi- 
dential primary had a brand new dimension in 
the form of the Manhattan real estate mogul and 
reality TV star. 

Love him or hate him, there is no denying 
Donald Tmmp can bring out the press. In a pri- 
mary season that has dragged on, fueled mostly 
by speculation about who will mn, the national 


media turned out in full force to get their first peek 
of Tmmp in New Hampshire. Tmmp didn’t dis- 
appoint. He took credit for President Obama 
releasing his long-form birth certificate and then 
took offense at reporters for asking him about it. 
But these national reporters didn’t so much ask 
questions of Trump as they barked at him. The hos- 
tility would have surprised the casual observer. But 
it shouldn’t, as Tmmp is the first potential candi- 
date who really elicits emotions from people. 

“I want to make this country rich again,” 
Tmmp said to reporters at the Pease Internation- 
al Tradeport in Portsmouth last week. “I want to 
make this country powerful again.” 

Tmmp then slowly turned, walked away.

seemingly still listening to a reporter’s shout- 
ed question before he slipped into a limo that 
seemed to have manifested itself behind him. 

For some, Tmmp’s straightforward, sometimes 
profanity-laden speech is refreshing. Unafraid to 
stick up for America, Tmmp tells the Chinese to 
stop screwing us, reminisces about the good of 
days when to the victor went the spoils and ques- 
tions what kind of student Barry Obama really 
was. He is no guarded politician relying on dou- 
ble talk. At the Roundabout Diner in Portsmouth, 
people yelled out, “You’re the man, Donald!” and 
teenage girls blushed when they shook his hand. 

Those same actions are what rally his detrac- 
tors, who think that while many politicians 


may privately share Tmmp’s sentiments, you 
shouldn’t publicly say them. This failure to 
grasp the subtleties of diplomacy provides a 
great show — and remember Tmmp is a show- 
man — but don’t often win over many friends in 
international summits. But that is exactly what 
many Tmmp supporters want. 

Tmmp is a celebrity unlike any politician 
in the field and with his name recognition and 
seemingly endless personal capital he could 
make a legitimate mn in the primary. At the 
very least he could comer the market on public- 
ity. The question is: does he even want to mn? 
With Tmmp, there is often more sizzle than sub- 
stance. Asked by WMUR’s Josh McElveen if he 
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would be willing to engage in the retail pol- 
ities needed to win New Hampshire, Trump 
said he wasn’t sure if he would have to. That 
answer sums up Trump. Bold, audaeious and 
leaving people wondering if he is even really 
serious. But the key for Trump is that at least 
people are wondering. 

‘Tn a way New Hampshire kind of got me 
started,” Tmmp said in referenee to a speeeh 
he did for a Demoeratie friend in the late 
1980s. He said he wasn’t a Demoerat then but 
he has friends who are. Trump, with his heli- 
eopter as baekdrop, told the massive media 
eontingent in Portsmouth they’d have to wait 
until after his show finished up in May for his 
offieial announeement on his eandidaey: ‘T 
think you’ll be surprised,” he said. (So is he 
mnning as an independent or is he announe- 
ing he was aetually bom in China?) 

The 2012 primary seems to be shaping up 
as a lesson in eontradietions. Following the 
vanity-driven speetaele of Trump was the far 
more subdued but no less signifieant Ameri- 
eans for Prosperity Presidential Summit on 
Spending & Job Creation. The event, held 
Friday, April 29, honored Ovide Lamontagne 
as Conservative of the Year. It brought out the 
most eonsistent eandidates — Riek Santorum, 
Herman Cain, Tim Pawlenty — and brought 
baek Miehele Baehmann and Mitt Romney, in 
a rare, so far, publie appearanee. 

Five presidential eandidates sharing an 
evening is hardly unheard of during primary 
season in New Hampshire, but ean you pie- 
ture Tmmp doing the same? Many of the big 
names in eonservative New Hampshire poli- 
ties were in attendanee to hear what ultimately 
hinted at a debate and at times felt like a pep 
rally, though Jennifer Horn’s We The People 
organization hosted a Freedom Fomm the fol- 
lowing day with the eandidates from Friday 
night, minus Romney. 

Eaeh eandidate was given eight minutes to 
talk about spending and job ereation and then 
they were asked two questions by Tim Phillips, 
president of the AFP Foundation. Romney, not 
wearing a tie, whieh is part of his attempt at a 
new, more laid-baek image, was asked about 
his deeision to implement universal health eare 
in Massaehusetts. Romney, not really endors- 
ing the Massaehusetts law but not really saying 
it was wrong, said he was trying to find a solu- 
tion to a problem and that it wasn’t perfeet. He 
also said, if eleeted, he would repeal Obamaeare 
and said he would never approve a one-size-fits- 
all fix for the whole eountry. 

Pawlenty, perhaps taking an indireet shot at 
Romney and at least providing a stark eontrast 
of how eandidates taekle unfavorable pieees 
of their reeord, said his previous support of 
a eap-and-trade program while governor of 


Minnesota was a mistake, “it was stupid, and 
I’m sorry. I don’t try to defend it. Everybody 
has a few elunkers in their reeord.” 

The event, whieh was broadeast live on 
C-SPAN, was a win for eaeh of the eandi- 
dates. Voters saw the new, fiery T-Paw and the 
eonservative fire of Santomm. As the talk was 
on business, Romney was able to talk about 
what made him so sueeessful to begin with 
and even Baehmann (who seemed to read her 
entire speeeh) made no referenees to histo- 
ry or geography. The real winner was Cain, 
whose smooth voiee and ability to throw out 
speeifie ideas he would implement as presi- 
dent reeeived the only standing ovation. 

But Republiean operatives around the eoun- 
try don’t seem satisfied. Reports indieate there 
has been a push to get Indiana Gov. Miteh Dan- 
iels to enter the raee. Jon Huntsman, the former 
Ambassador to China and former Utah gover- 
nor, apparently has a eampaign in waiting in 
New Hampshire. Both of those eandidates eould 
appeal to the same moderate Republiean and 
independent voters Romney eovets. 

And now, Osama bin Laden is dead. Some- 
thing that has long hung over Ameriea and 
Obama gets to be the President of the Unit- 
ed States when that happened. When the 
news broke Sunday night, NBC viewers saw 
reports eut in to the regular programming — 
Trump’s The Celebrity Apprentice. 

• Rick Santorum announeed last week that 
Manehester native Niek Pappas would serve 
as his New Hampshire field direetor and that 
Mike Biundo, who ran Frank Guinta’s sueeess- 
fiil eongressional eampaign last year, would 
serve as Santomm’s national politieal direetor. 

• South Carolina will host a debate of pres- 
idential eandidates Thursday, May 5. Only 
deelared eandidates were to be allowed to par- 
tieipate in the debate, whieh is sponsored by 
Fox News and the South Carolina Republiean 
Party. Herman Cain, Tim Pawlenty, Santo- 
mm, Texas Congressman Ron Paul and former 
New Mexieo governor Gary Johnson have 
all eonfirmed they will partieipate. Long-shot 
eandidate Fred Karger, a former Republiean 
operative and gay rights aetivist who has made 
several trips to New Hampshire, and Buddy 
Roemer, former Louisiana governor, appear 
to have been held out of the debate. Romney 
announeed he would not partieipate. 

• Mississippi Gov. Haley Barbour, a for- 
mer ehairman of the Republiean National 
Committee, offieially bowed out of the pres- 
idential raee last week. He made one visit to 
New Hampshire as a prospeetive eandidate. 

• Trump might end up mnning in the pri- 
mary, but Fox News reported last week The 
Donald hasn’t voted in a primary in more than 
two deeades. 
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Biomass guy 

Website is resource on trees for power 

Scott Tranchemontagne thinks biomass energy is a big part 
of New Hampshire’s future. Tranchemontagne, who recently 
served as Rep. Charlie Bass’s campaign communications 
director, has launched a website, www.newbiomassnh.org, to 
hold information about biomass developments in the state. 


The new website, whafs it all 
^ about? 

% New BiomassNH was created 
to essentially spread the word about 
biomass power as a part, I say a part, of the 
renewable energy solution for New Hampshire. 
The State of New Hampshire has a mandate 
by a policy to produce 25 percent of its pow- 
er from renewable sources by 2025. And by 
renewable sources, I mean wind power, bio- 
mass, geothermal, hydro. We’re on the clock, 
so to speak. We’ve got to produce more renew- 
able power. I just think it makes all the sense in 
the world — we’re almost entirely covered by 
forest — to be expanding our use of biomass. 
It’s right under our noses. 

The timing for you, as far as launching it, 
how did that work out? 

I’ve been involved with renewable energy 
projects for many years. The Cape Wind proj- 
ect ... I’ve worked with wood pellet producers. 
I’ve worked on tidal energy projects — that’s 
where you basically put turbines in the water 
and you use the power of the tides to create 
electricity. I’ve been involved in the renewable 
energy field for a long time. Just looking at the 
landscape. New Hampshire already has seven 
existing biomass plants and at least two more 
that are proposed, so to me, biomass appears 
to be a real area of growth in New Hampshire. 
If you really dive into the issue, you under- 
stand it’s not just about power plants. Power 
plants need to have a source of biomass, which 
is basically waste wood that’s left behind [by] 
logging projects. They go in and harvest the 
wood, but the treetops, branches, all that stuff 
is left behind since it’s not usable as wood or 
veneer projects. It just sits there. So this is just 
becoming a more sustainable use of our forest 
products. What I’m getting at ... is jobs, jobs 
for New Hampshire foresters, loggers, for haul- 
ers that haul the biomass to the power plants, 
and obviously for wood pellet producers who 
produce wood pellets for consumer use. 

So all that stuff would be left behind? 

They figured out a way to use more of a 
resource. That’s what it’s all about. 

What should people expect to find on the 
website? Why will it be useful for them? 

It will give them some basic facts about bio- 
mass, what it is, how it’s produced, some facts 
about the economic impacts for New Hamp- 
shire. . . . New Hampshire is tied for third in the 
nation for the most existing and proposed plants. 
It’s only going to go up. The newer plants in 
particular, the newer ones being proposed, are 
even cleaner, more efficient and produce more 
affordable power, more affordable energy just 
because the technology improves. Six existing 
plants were built in the 1980s and they’re good 
and important and we want them to survive 
and thrive, but we also want the newer plants 
that are even more efficient and affordable 
to survive. One of them is right on the cusp. 
Up in Berlin, known as the Laidlaw project. 
It’s already received approval from the New 
Hampshire Energy Facility Committee. Right 


now they need the 
Public Utilities Com- 
mission to approve 
the power purchase 
agreement with the 
Public Service of New 
Hampshire. If the 
PUC approves Laid- 
law’s agreement with 
PSNH ... Laidlaw will 
get built. And you can 
be sure ... the people of Berlin can’t wait for the 
thing to be built. It’ll be 40-plus new jobs and 
just a real boost to the local economy. Not only 
will it create jobs at the facility, but also log- 
gers, haulers, chippers, foresters will ramp up 
production.... Last week PUC ruled that they 
could approve the PSNH-Laidlaw deal with 
modifications, so now PSNH has 30 days or so 
to respond to that ruling with modifications. If 
they could come to terms with PUC, that Laid- 
law plant is going to get built. It’s for Berlin, 
but it’s really for all of New Hampshire. 

Can we get to a point where there ^s too much 
demand for biomass plants and not enough 
supply? 

What they look at is the wood basket, the 
wood resources available in an area. And dur- 
ing the EEC hearing for the Laidlaw project, 
folks from the New Hampshire Timberland 
Owners Association testified on supply, they 
testified there is enough supply. The great 
thing about biomass is that it is truly a renew- 
able source. Over time, trees grow back and 
they create more, so we have to strike a balance 
between how much we harvest and how much 
it grows. That’s called sustainable management 
of the forest. There’s a lot of guys who are a lot 
smarter than me and they know what the for- 
mula is and how much they harvest, how much 
they leave. . . . We have capacity in the wood 
basket for the existing plants and the new one 
proposed in Berlin. 

Who is this site driven toward? 

... I just think it’s to raise the general con- 
sciousness regarding biomass energy in New 
Hampshire. . . . I’ve had a lot of great feedback, 
people who want to contribute to the site .... 
I was e-mailing this morning with a guy who 
makes wood pellet boilers and he was hop- 
ing we could put more information on the site 
about his end of the business. . . . You’ve heard 
of residents installing their own wood pellet or 
wood chip boilers to reduce or eliminate the 
use of oil. . . . 

Where do you want it to be in one, two, five 
years from now? 

We hope to be the definitive source for infor- 
mation on biomass energy in New Hampshire. 
And the more people check us out and kick our 
tires and realize we’re a good credible source 
of information, the more we’ll become that 
source.

Arrests were up 4 percent to 
4,336 in 2010, and that included a 27-percent jump in DWI arrests.

LONGSHOTS 


Coach B let the big score get away 


Raise your hand 
if you think Bill 
Belichick improved 
the Patriots for 2011 
with all his wheeling 
and dealing during 
last weekend’s NFL 
draft. 

Around here there 
is plenty of the usual “In Bill We Trust” rev- 
erenee, so I suspeet there are many hands 
raised. Nationally, not as many, as opin- 
ions are divided on how he did in a draft he 
entered with six of the top 90 pieks. Steve 
Serby of the New York Post gave him an A-, 
while FoxSports.eom said he was a “loser” 
on the day beeause “all the good eover guys 
in the world won’t matter if you ean’t eon- 
sistently get to the quarterbaek.” As for me, I 
think he blew it in a big way, no matter how 
his pieks turn out. 

At the root of the varied opinions, it’s like 
Bill Clinton’s saying “it depends on what the 
definition of is is” while trying to slip off the 
hook during the Moniea Lewinski days, i.e., 
it depends on how you define what a “good” 
draft is. For Coaeh B, Mel Kiper Jr. and 
other draftniks it’s getting — and I ean’t tell 
you how mueh I hate this phrase — “good 
value” for the slot you take a player in, rela- 
tive to their evaluation rating. I aeknowledge 
a need for sueh a system, agree sometimes 
you just should take the best player available 
and that it ean be dangerous to be so foeused 
on filling a need that you ean take a player 
who’s just not that good. But for me I think 
adhering too rigidly to a system ean be just 
as damaging. 

I mean what would be a bigger disaster 
for the Vikings: pieking an offensive line- 
man at 12 overall beeause he has the right 
value while ignoring their glaring need at 
quarterbaek or reaehing for 45th-ranked 
Christian Ponder when you think he’ll still 
be a 10-year pro? To me it’s the pieking the 
lineman and going the year without the QB. 
Coaeh B on the other hand went for value 
while moving all over the board as the high- 
est-seoring team in football somehow wound 
up taking offensive players with six of its 
first seven pieks as he ignored a GLARING 
defensive need for a third straight year. 

First Things First: I stipulate to the eourt 
Coaeh B’s outstanding work as Patriots GM/ 


eoaeh and that he has five more Super Bowl 
rings to his eredit than I have — though I 
don’t see that as an insurmountable lead at 
this stage of our eareers. Also, that the sea- 
son reeord is the thing to be judged, not the 
draft reeord. 

Purpose of the Draft: There are many 
ways to skin a eat and through the years the 
draft has been used in starkly different ways 
to fuel the sueeess. In the 1970s the Steel- 
ers always took the best athlete available 
and rarely traded, while the Cowboys aeeu- 
mulated a lot of pieks at the top of the draft 
by trading about to be fading veterans to bad 
teams to eome up with the likes of Randy 
White, Too Tall Jones and Tony Dorsett. 
Then there were the Redskins, where George 
Allen hated rookies and traded most of his 
pieks for ready-on-day-one veterans and the 
Dolphins traded a top piek to get Don Shula 
— whose draft reeord was uneven, but they 
won anyway beeause he was a great eoaeh 
who made all the good players he had better. 

What Did They Get Early: An offensive 
taekle they don’t need right away if Matt 
Light returns, a eornerbaek they shouldn’t 
need after taking one with a first, two see- 
onds and a fourth rounder in the previous 
three drafts, a baek who mirrors what Dan- 
ny Woodhouse (and Kevin Faulk) do and 
a big-armed, possibly eharaeter-fiawed QB 
who may get off the beneh by 2017. So how 
does that haul help them get good enough 
to advanee in the playoffs, where they now 
have a three-game losing streak? 

Their Needs: It was pass rush, pass rush, 
pass rush, pass rush and then depth (or a 
stud) at running baek — espeeially a short 
yardage pounder and on the defensive line. 
It’s true Stephen Neal did retire, but he’s 
been hurt so mueh lately he basieally already 
was replaeed by Dan Connolly. Also true is 
that Light is a free agent, but in a year where 
most of the young team’s starters are on their 
original eontraets and the only big money 
salary eap hit is Logan Mankins’ franehise 
tag, there is eap room to sign Light for a few 
more produetive years. Thus the need at OL 
eould be handled without using the first piek, 
with depth being handled in later rounds. 

Free Agency: There are no linebaekers 
who fit the bill and the only D-lineman who 
do are Green Bay’s Cullen Jenkins, New 
York’s Mathias Kiwanuka and Carolina’s 


Charles Johnson. But they’ll be expen- 
sive and Coaeh B seems gun-shy after the 
last big-money free agent, Adalius Thomas, 
was a bust. So the best shot to fill the need 
was the draft. 

The Quest for Value: This eost them big 
time in 2009 when he traded down to get Pat 
Chung (last seen blowing the biggest play 
vs. the Jets) early in the seeond round, while 
leaving edge rushing Clay Matthews on the 
board to go at 25. All he did in 2010 was get 
13.5 saeks while being the Defensive Play- 
er of the Year and a vital eog as the Paekers 
won the Super Bowl. And while everyone 
misses on players and 20-20 hindsight is 
always perfeet, that miss is a mieroeosm of 
what the problem is: looking out over the 
horizon at the expense of the piteh eoming 
down the pipe. 

Impact Players: While Brady went 
famously at 199 and Joe Montana was a 
third piek, the biggest fishing hole to final 
immediate-impaet players is the first round 
— a plaee Beliehiek has shied away from 
beeause they are expensive. But in his times 
seleeting in the top 10 he’s eome away 
with Richard Seymour, who was the best 
defender on the Super Bowl teams, and 
Jerod Mayo, who led the NFL in taekles 
this past year. 

Bottom Line: After a surprising 14-2 sea- 
son where they aehieved far beyond their 
overall talent level, the young Patriots are 
elose but still a eouple of impaet pass rush- 
ers away. Getting them this time would have 
put them in position to be a real elite team 
for another four to five years — whieh hap- 
pens to be the window they have for Brady 
remaining Brady, so he needed to strike now. 
And that’s what’s so disappointing. Beeause 
in beeoming so enamored with wheeling and 
dealing to get “value” for pieks or extra pieks 
for the future, he missed out on improving a 
team that should have used those extra pieks 
to go higher in the draft to get the edge rush- 
er they needed to put them over the top.

It’s summer! 

Sure, the ealendar puts the start of summer toward the end of June, but for Hollywood summer begins the first Friday in May, when 
this year’s blockbuster-hopefuls start to hit the theaters. Or perhaps even earlier — Fast Five, the most recent installment in the Vin Die- 
sel-starring The Fast and the Furious movies, opened last weekend (April 29-May 1) and brought in $86.2 million, the biggest opening 
weekend of any movie so far this year and the biggest April opening ever, according to Entertainment Weekly. 

And the stakes this summer feel a little higher than normal — last year’s summer saw a significant number of critical letdowns. And 
the money wasn’t great either. According to Bloomberg, summer movie attendence in 2010 was the lowest since 1997. While box office 
revenue was higher than the previous summer, it was due to higher ticket prices, including 3-D fees. And in its April 22 issue, Holly- 
wood Reporter said that year-to-date box office revenue for 2011 was 20 percent behind 2010 (of course, this was before Fast Five).

Watch 26 seven-minute unrated films in one night 


By Tori Loubier 

For the third year in a row. New Hamp- 
shire filmmakers get to participate in the 48 
Hour Film Project, a two-day competition 
to see which team can make the best movie 
in a short amount of time. Even better. New 
Hampshire film watchers have the chance to 
sit down and watch these movies in an eve- 
ning of delightful suspense and surprise. 

On Friday, June 10, participating teams 
will be assigned a character, a prop, a line of 
dialogue and a genre to use in making their 
movie. Forty-eight hours later, on Sunday, 
June 12, the movie must be complete. Par- 
ticipants are responsible for putting together 
their own cast and crew, and getting equip- 
ment and anything else they need to make a 
film. 

“Genres include anniversary birthday, 
comedy, dark comedy, detective/cop, fantasy, 
horror, film de femme, mockumentary and 
more,” said Katie Cote, who co-produces the 
48 Hour Film Project for New Hampshire. 
“Most movies tend to go funny, even if they 
aren’t trying to be. There’s only so much you 
can do in seven minutes and you can definite- 
ly get the audience more with laughter than 
trying to do a really dramatic piece.” 

The completed films, which must be 
only seven minutes long, will be shown to 
the general public on Wednesday, June 15, 
at Cinemagic Stadium Theaters in Hook- 
sett. The first block of screenings will begin 
at 6:30 p.m. and the second block at 9 p.m. 


There, a panel of judges will choose the top 
entry to be sent to the international compe- 
tition. The audience will also have a chance 
to vote and pick the “audience favorite,” said 
Cote. Each block will show 13 films and 
tickets are bought separately for each block. 
Tickets to each block cost $10. 

“This will be your only chance to watch 
these movies,” Cote said. “Sometimes we’ll 
take the best movies and show them later in 
the summer at Red River Theatres in Con- 
cord, but if you want to see all of them, you 
have to go to the screening.” 

Cote notes that parental guidance is strong- 
ly suggested for watching the films of this 
project. 

The 48 Hour Film Project is an internation- 
al event. In 2010, nearly 40,000 filmmakers 
made 3,000 films in 80 cities on five conti- 
nents. The project’s mission is to advance 
filmmaking and promote filmmakers by 
encouraging them to get out there and make 
movies. The tight deadline of 48 hours 
puts the focus squarely on the filmmakers, 
emphasizing creativity and teamwork skills, 
according to a press release.

Over the past few years live programming 
has greatly inereased at the Musie Hall in 
Portsmouth during the summer. Yet, the his- 
torie Musie Hall’s summer staple is still 
movies, and this year some will be shown in 
an additional venue. 

From September to May, the Musie Hall 
typieally starts a new movie every Friday 
and runs it for a week. These films inelude 
exeellent independent films, foreign films 
and seeond-run Hollywood films (popular 
films that people may have missed at the 
megaplex), aeeording to Chris Curtis, pro- 
gramming eoordinator.

Musie Hall is still waiting on lieensing, he 
did give examples, like Back to the Future 
and Memento (whieh plays with ehronolog- 
ieal order in storytelling). For exaet titles, 
Curtis suggested eheeking out the Musie 
Hall’s website, www.themusiehall.org. 

Curtis said the Musie Hall’s newest ven- 
ture, the Loft, a 120-seat theater at 131 
Congress St., would be used to sereen some 
of the summer films. 

“One of the eoolest features is that the 
Loft has a full bar and gourmet eonees- 
sions,” Curtis said. 

These ean be enjoyed in the theater while 
watehing a film, whieh Curtis said was a 
real treat. 

Also new this summer will be taped 
eneores of the Met Opera performanees, 
whieh were streamed in HD live during the 
season. Curtis said these will be shown in 
the Loft for a mueh eheaper priee than when 
they were shown live earlier this year. 

Curtis said when he began at the Musie 
Hall about five years ago, movies were the 
primary summer aetivity at the Hall. Baek 
then, live programming took a summer hia- 
tus. But as the Musie Hall has eontinued to 
evolve as a year-round theater, it has adapt- 
ed to the summer landseape and now offers 
more live shows for tourists.

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Invisible rabbit takes the stage 

Harvey comes to Concord theater — and bars

Harvey is a six-foot-tall, martini- swig- 
ging, bow-tie-wearing, bar-hopping rabbit 
who happens to be Elwood Dowd’s best 
friend. The only problem is that Harvey is 
invisible. Unless of course you’ve frequent- 
ed local Concord bars over the last week, in 
which case you’ve probably seen quite a bit 
of Harvey. 

The presence of Harvey is the latest promo- 
tional wizardry by the Community Players of 
Concord, who are drumming up interest for 
their production of Harvey, the 1945 winner 
of the Pulitzer Prize. The film adaptation of 
Mary Chase’s play starred Jimmy Stewart as 
Elwood Dowd, a man on the fringe of soci- 
ety whose best friend and drinking buddy 
is a gigantic invisible rabbit named Harvey. 
Dowd’s sister, Veta Louise Simmons, wants 
to have him committed to a sanatorium, but 
as the screwball comedy unfolds, the audi- 
ence learns maybe Elwood Dowd is not the 
crazy one. 

It was the play’s wicked humor that attract- 
ed director Gary Locke to the production. It 
will be his first time working with the Players 
and he described the experience as “special.” 

‘T always loved those screwballs of the 
1940s,” Locke said. “But they’re not real- 
ly done anymore except for the classics, like 


Harvey. Since I got this gig, I have been sur- 
prised by how many people have come up to 
me and said they performed it in high school. 
There are a lot of memories associated with 
it, which makes directing it a little daunting.” 

Locke said as he worked with the text, he 
gained a greater appreciation for Mary Chase 
and her writing. 

“There’s a reason it won the Pulitzer,” 
Locke said. 

Chase wrote the script during the war, when 
human suffering was high, Locke said. Chase 
had a neighbor who had lost her son and 
Chase couldn’t help but wonder if the woman 
would ever laugh again. She decided to write 
something for her and for everyone who was 
hurting. 

Locke said that need is still very poignant 
today and the core of the play has a remark- 
able timelessness. Some of the references, 
however, needed a bit of updating. 

Locke said in one scene a character sniffs 
a cigar and utters a famous Groucho Marx 
line. He said only about two people got it. 
He said these were minor details and the real 
truth about screwball comedies is that they are 
about an average person who is perceived as 
crazy to those who have wealth and status and 
are supposed to be the sane ones. 

It takes some really good acting to portray a 
person who might or might not be crazy. Both 
Stewart and Josephine Hall, who played Veta 


Louise Simmons in the film, were nominated 
for Academy Awards for Best Acting. Locke 
knew that Jimmy Stewart was not going to 
walk through the door on audition day, but 
he was looking for someone who could be 
charming, simple and pleasant. 

“I wanted someone to surprise me,” Locke 
said. 

Chris Demers did just that. Demers, the 
assistant principal at the Kimball School in 
Concord, brought a simple humanity that 
Locke was looking for in the role. Locke not- 
ed one point in the play where Demers has 
a long monologue — when he finished it 
the other night at rehearsal, the other actors 
were so moved they had lost their place in the 
script. 

While the play can touch your heart, it is 
more likely to cramp your sides from laugh- 
ter. In the play, Elwood spends a lot of time 
looking for Harvey and finding him in bars. 
So Bob Sanders, who does promotions, and 
Barbara Woodman, a producer, decided to 
put up missing person — no, missing rabbit 
— posters around Concord, asking “Where’s 
Harvey?” Then they had Kevin Belval dress 
up as Harvey and drink his signature mar- 
tini with a carrot at local establishments, 
like the Barley House. In the play and film, 
Elwood would be by Harvey’s side, but of 
course Demers was too busy in rehearsal to 
be lounging around a bar, so they employed

the services of Gary Evans, a longtime Play- 
er, to fill the role. Since Harvey is supposed to 
be invisible, if anyone at the bar asked Evans 
who the rabbit was he would ask them: what 
rabbit? 

“We’re having fun with it,” Sanders said. 

Which is exactly what Locke believes peo- 
ple who see the play will experience. 

“They are in for an evening that will make 
them laugh and that will touch them to the 
core,” Locke said. “All of us involved have a 
great deal of love for this project.”

Winning sounds 

Concord teacher, Alvirne student earn national honors

Two local performers, one a seasoned vet- 
eran and the other just realizing her talents, 
have made a big dent in the national seene in 
their respeetive fields. 

Catharine Domin, a longtime teaeher at 
St. Paul’s Sehool and the Coneord Commu- 
nity Musie Sehool, has been named a finalist 
in both the solo and eoneerto divisions of 
the Ameriean Prize in Piano Performanee 
for 2011. For the solo prize, whieh required 
a submission of a reeorded performanee, 
Dornin turned to one of her shows held on 
the largest of all stages: her New York debut, 
made at Carnegie Hall in 1990. 

‘T went to New York four days before the 
eoneert and praetieed very hard the entire 
time,” Domin said of the performanee. “It 
was one of the best eoneerts I have ever 
given.” 

For her submission to the eoneer- 
to division, Domin used a reeording of her 
performanee of Beethoven’s 4th Piano Con- 
eerto, whieh she played along with the Lakes 
Region Symphony. 

The winners will be announeed in late 
May, but regardless of the outeome, Domin 
feels as if she has already won. 

“My goal is to perform and play as mueh 
as possible,” Dornin said. 

She has done this while raising five ehil- 
dren and teaehing a minimum of 50 lessons 
per week. But her teaehing has helped her 
performing and viee versa. Domin said 
beeause she performs so frequently she has 
gained mueh more knowledge, whieh she 
ean pass on to her students. She is eonstantly 
ehallenging herself and, as a result, is more 
likely to ehallenge her students, who often 
rise up to meet those ehallenges. 

Dornin eame to the piano at the age of six 
for the simple reason that a neighborhood 
boy she admired played the piano and his 
talent impressed her. She beeame more seri- 
ous over the years and ended up studying the 
instmment at Oberlin College. 

“It is a beautiful art form,” Domin said. “It 
is musieal poetry.” 

She has used her talent and her eoneerts to 
highlight the many wonderful female eom- 
posers who have historieally not reeeived the 
eredit they deserved. On Wednesday, May 
11, she will perform at St. Paul’s Chureh in 
Coneord and will inelude the work of Amy 
Beaeh, a New Hampshire eomposer who 
died in 1944. 

Whereas Domin has taught at St. Paul’s 
for nearly 30 years, Samantha Migneault 
is enjoying her sophomore year at Alvirne 
High Sehool. But like Domin’s, Migneault’s 
talent is being reeognized. She is one of 150

students from around the eountry who have 
been seleeted to join the 2011 All-National 
Honor Ensembles Mixed Choir (an addition- 
al 180 students were ehosen for the Coneert 
Band, Jazz Band and Orehestra). As a result, 
Migneault will get to travel to Washington 
D.C., in June and perform at the Kennedy 
Center for the Performing Arts. 

Even though she is only 15, Migneault has 
spent years performing. 

“I’ve always been involved with musie,” 
Migneault said. “When I was really young I 
used to sing Shirley Temple songs.” 

She said she falls more in love with per- 
forming every day and has a breadth of 
performanee experienee. She studies voiee 
and piano under Carlos Martinez and will 
appear in the Peaeoek Players’ upeoming 
produetion of Seussical the Musical. She 
said she won the lead in the sehool play in 
middle sehool and has never looked baek. 

Migneault said she loved attending events 
like All State and All New England eho- 
ral performanees beeause they give her the 
opportunity to meet fellow teens with sim- 
ilar interests. Migneault reeeived one of 
the highest seores in auditions for the New 
Hampshire Jazz All State Festival, as well as 
the top seore for Altos in the NHMEA All 
State auditions, aeeording to Elizabeth Bea- 
ton, Choral Direetor at Alvirne High Sehool.

Modern family heirlooms 


Memory quilts give clothes a

When Elizabeth and Hugh Poza lost their five- 
year-old daughter Kala on Memorial Day three 
years ago, they were left with an empty spaee in 
their Bedford home and buekets filled with their 
little girl’s clothes. 

“She loved elothes. That was her thing,” said 
Elizabeth of her daughter, who was bom need- 
ing 24-hour medical care. Against all odds, Kala 
made it to five years old and lived a “happy and 
active life,” according to her parents. 

Desperate to find a way to remember their 
daughter, the Pozas considered having a custom 
quilter make a quilt out of Kala’s belongings, 
though couldn’t find a person they connected 
with. Then Alix Joyal came into their lives. 

Joyal, who had been quilting for 20 years, was 
featured on NH Chronicle a few years ago as a 
recycled fabric/clothing quilter. Viewers like the 
Pozas interpreted this as a memory quilting and 
quickly contacted Joyal. 

Their first meeting was simple. Joyal looked 
through all of Kala’s clothing and belongings, 
and the Pozas picked out what was most special 
to them, including certain items that reminded 
them of various times in Kala’s life. 

“She asked us what we wanted for a back- 
ground and then we left the design up to her,” 
Elizabeth said. 

When Joyal returned their first quilt, the Pozas 
were so impressed that they now have a total of 
six memory quilts. 

“When someone dies, what do you do with 
their stuff? A picture album will sit there and you 
can look at it, but a quilt is a story. You can wrap 
it around you and look at all the things and pause 
and say ‘Oh, I remember that day,’ or be remind- 
ed of how much [Kala] loved that shirt,” Hugh 
said. 

This is what Joyal gives to her customers: an 
interactive way of remembering those who have 
passed away. 

What makes her even more unique is her abil- 
ity to use various fabrics and textiles that most 
quilters find too difficult. For the Pozas, Joyal 
was able to incorporate Kala’s pillowcase, birth 
blanket, tights, pajamas, dresses and even her 
favorite umbrella in her various quilts. 

Joyal became interested in recycling when she 
worked for the National Food Industry in Ore- 
gon years ago. “After that, I went back to school 
at the Fashion Institute of Technology in New 
York City for textile development. I already had 
my B.A. in textile manufacturing and I wanted 
to specialize in being able to manufacture eveiy 
single fabric and textile,” Joyal said. 

An unlikely combination, recycling and mem- 
ory quilting go hand in hand for Joyal, who is 
passionate about sustainability. 

“I went into quilt manufacturing because I want- 
ed to teach people how to quilt sustainably. I do a 
lot with sustainable fabrics and organics because

it’s important for 
people to reuse and 
find new ways to 
use textiles.” 

“I have a good 
understanding of 
what fabrics are, 
how they work 
together and how 
to manipulate 
them into what I 
want to behave 
like in a quilt,” 
she said. 

The result is a 
quilt unlike any 
other, extreme- 
ly personal to the 
owner and incred- 
ibly crafted by the 
designer. Elizabeth 
even requested 
Joyal use some of Kala’s stained shirts in the quilts, 
as they are a reminder of how her daughter lived. 

“In this day and age, not many things are per- 
sonal. We have e-mail and text. . .pictures are 
mostly digital. But clothing is something that 
really reflects you, you’ve taken the time to wear 
it and buy it and it has worn spots and rips that 
remind you of how you got them. Clothing is 
something that really transcends time,” Joyal said. 

With such extensive training in textile devel- 
opment, Joyal has spent a lot of time testing 
which fabrics wear and tear the best. “It has a 
lot to do with thread strength, breakage and pill- 
ing. . .through trial and error I’ve learned what 
holds up the best,” said Joyal, adding that she 
prefers using cotton-based quilts rather than 
polyester, which is what many custom quilters 
use. “I can work with fabrics that most tradition- 
al quilters reject because of their complexity and 
difficulty to control such as velvets, knits, sweat- 
ers, nylons and polyesters.” 

“For the Pozas, they had certain fabrics like 
Kala’s tights and umbrella that I needed to heat- 
set to a background with a tight stitch,” explained 
Joyal. From there, Joyal has all of her creations 
top-quilted by a woman named Cil in Maine. Top 
quilting ensures that there will be no movement 
in the fabrics in the quilt. “It’s important because 
it adds to the longevity of the quilt,” said Joyal. 

Customization is a huge part of what Joyal 
offers and everything from the background col- 
or to the top quilting design is up to the person 
receiving the quilt. Or, if desired, Joyal will cre- 
ate her own design using whatever clothes the 
person wants. 

“Clothes are our way of remembering her. It 
gives us a piece of her. When I miss Kala I take 
one the quilts and wrap it around me and look at 
all the different parts of her life and I see her and 
say That’s my baby’,” Elizabeth said. 

Such an emotionally driven job is something

that Joyal did not expect. “. . .1 knew that this was 
my ‘calling’ or direction. It’s really amazing. I 
never thought I’d be doing something like this, 
but now that I am I can’t imagine not,” she said. 

“It’s more than a job or work to me. I learn 
everyone’s stories and listen to their memories. 
At first, I was scared to death because you real- 
ly have to put yourself out there and be involved 
in people’s lives. They really want you to know 
everything about them and the person they lost. 
There’s no way to de-sensitize yourself With 
the Pozas, I would start crying every time I saw 
them because it was such a sad story and they 
had such a beautiful family. But I learned quick- 
ly that the reward is worth putting whatever I felt 
aside,” Joyal said. 

Joyal also creates memory quilts for mili- 
tary families, a job that is especially personal to 
her, as her husband was deployed at war for the 
entire year of 2010 and has since returned safely. 
After she made a quilt for herself out of his uni- 
forms, other military wives and families began 
requesting this service. 

“Most [military] men and women have collec- 
tions of old uniforms and patches. Every branch 
has a different uniform, so people will send me 
boxes of these and tell me what part of the uni- 
form is important to them. It’s an opportunity to 
showcase what they’ve done,” Joyal said. 

Among others, Joyal also creates celebration 
quilts, wedding quilts, baby quilts, etc. She has 
even made a quilt out of a wedding dress. 

Memory quilting 

Joyal is always willing to take on a new 
quilt project. She teaches sewing classes and 
private lessons at The Sewing Tree (66 Third 
St., Studio 201, Dover, 664-6944, www.the- 
sewingtree.com).

Individuality through fashion 

Art students create at Lowell museum

“It’s the pendulum swinging baek toward 
individuality and ereativity. Rather than fol- 
lowing the erowd and wearing logos ... [these 
kids] are ereating their own.” This is how 
artistie direetor Diana Coluntino deseribes 
ARTiele Fashion, a youth program at the 
Revolving Museum (290 Jaekson St., Low- 
ell, Mass.) that brings eontemporary art 
together with fashion. 

For about a year now, Coluntino has been 
teaehing youth fashion programs at Revolv- 
ing Museum. She reealls the program “really 
eoming into its own” during Boston’s Fash- 
ion Week last September. She mostly guides 
students in the basies of sewing, jewelry 
design and sereen printing, but leaves room 
for whatever else may interest them. Students 
learn design eoneepts, garment eonstrue- 
tion and produetion teehniques, and draw 
up plans that will eulminate in a sustainable, 
profitable business model, aeeording to the 
program’s website. 

“It’s all about sharing what I’ve learned as 
an artist. Sewing is one of my passions, and 
I really like the idea that we ean teaeh kids 
how to ereate their own things,” Coluntino 
said, adding that she has notieed a signifi- 
eant ehange in youth eulture — kids used to 
be interested in wearing logos like Nike, but 
with her help in ereating their own designs 
they ean express their individuality. 

Before joining, Bernard Long, 20, eame 
aeross a hooded sweatshirt from Califor- 
nia. “It was $60 just for a sweatshirt. I didn’t 
want to spend that mueh...[so] I was like ‘I’ll 
just make my own,”’ said the undeelared 
but soon-to-be business student of Middle- 
sex Community College in Lowell. With 
instruetion from Coluntino, “I took one of 
my jaekets, traeed out a [hood pattern] and 
sewed it out. Now I have a portable hood,” 
Long said. 

ARTiele ’s aim is to “spread the mission 
of the Revolving Museum through student- 
designed eontemporary fashion,” whieh 
aligns well with Long’s interest in reeyeled 
fabries. “Ninety pereent of my wardrobe 
is thrift wear. I put an emphasis on reusing 
things a lot. When I go to thrift stores I see 
these weird patterns... I’ 11 take an ugly sweat- 
er and buy it for a dollar, eut it up and save it. 
It’s reinventing it and it’s not just [hanging] 
on someone’s raek anymore,” he said, adding 
that a lot of the fabrie used at the Revolving 
Museum is donated. 

Through the fashion programs at the muse- 
um, Long has already sewn two pieees of 
elothing and designed jewelry. He is most 
proud of his and his brothers harem “b-boy,” 
or break daneer, pants, whieh are tight 


around the ankle 
and loose-fitting 
all around, perfeet 
for break daneing, 
he said. 

ARTiele Fash- 
ion owes mueh to 
Coluntino ’s son, 
Luis Gutierrez. 
Gutierrez is study- 
ing produet design 
and development 
at Olin College and 
began the eollabo- 
ration between the 
museum and the 
eollege as a way to 
bring the museum 
into a more “prod- 
uet-driven model,” 
he said. 

Gutierrez, 23, 
has been instru- 
mental in helping students with jewelry 
design, espeeially photoehemieal etehing. “I 
deeide what metals and polish ... give them 
aestheties, and they run free with design,” he 
said, adding that though the framework is the 
same, the three students right now have all 
ereated very different designs. 

“It’s all about youth aeeess to artistie 
expression. It’s tremendously important. It 
gives them something to do after sehool....! 
always explored with my hands and eraft- 
ing...and it’s all about the ereative do-leam 
proeess,” Gutierrez said. 

“[Diana] gives us an opportunity to do what 
we’ve always wanted to do. This plaee has an 
open arm for people who are willing to learn. 
My friends who are interested in fashion ask 
me what we are up to at the museum and they 
eome and see what’s going on... they ’re always 
impressed walking into the room and there’s all 
this fabrie. It’s pretty eool,” Long said. 

Students in the ARTiele program will be 
selling their jewelry designs online and at the 
museum until Friday, May 6, but neeklaees 
will still be available through direet request.

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Growing grapes 

For eating, wine-making, and spitting seeds

Each fall I enjoy a special treat: munching 
the sweet-sour flavor of grapes I have grown. I 
generally eat them outdoors, as they are full of 
seeds and I enjoy spitting out the seeds, much 
as I did as a boy. I like to see how far I can spit 
them and whether I can hit objects accurately. 
That’s puerile, for sure. But it’s good to be a 
kid again, especially as an adult old enough to 
qualify for Social Security. 

According to my best reference text on 
growing grapes organically. The Grape Grow- 
er: A Guide to Organic Viticulture by Lon 
Rombough (Chelsea Green Publishing, 2002), 
there are some 10,000 varieties of grapes, 
and less than 1 percent of those are seedless. 
Grapes are supposed to have seeds — that’s 
how they reproduce. We have been spoiled by 
three common grocery store varieties that are 
seedless, most notably Thompson’s Seedless, 
which dominates the market. 

Here in the Northeast we can grow grapes 
for eating or for wine, despite the reputation 
of California as the place for wine grapes. 
According to the catalog of Elmore Roots, an 


organic nursery specializing in cold-region 
fruit plants, there are several good wine grapes 
to choose from. I called David Fried, owner 
of Elmore Roots, to talk about grapes recent- 
ly. He told me that King of the North and 
Sabrevois, both red grapes, were the best for 
making wine. Six plants can produce enough 
grapes for making wine. 

And for eating? Fried says Bluebell is the 
best. The fruit is pinkish-purple and is great 
for eating fresh or for making juice or jelly. 
It is disease-resistant and survives frosts quite 
well. 

So what do grape vines need to thrive? Full 
sun and good air circulation. Air circulation 
is important because low spots that have poor 
circulation tend to encourage fungal diseas- 
es. Growing on a hillside is best, preferably a 
slope facing south or east. Growing them on 
a stone wall works well, too, as the wall pro- 
vides extra heat. 

According to Rombough’s book, “The ide- 
al soil for best vine growth and production, 
especially of table grapes, is a deep, light silty 
or slightly sandy loam.” Rombough suggests 
digging some test holes 2 to 3 feet deep to see 
what the soil is like — if you are on a rocky 
ledge, see where the deepest soil is for your 
grapes. He suggests you rent a power post 
hole digger to make test holes. David Fried 
noted that sandy soil in full sun is best. 

Test the pH, or acidity, of your soil, before 
planting and make adjustments as necessary. 
Soils with a pH of 6.5 to 7.2 are best. Remove 
grass, weeds and other competitors for nutri- 
tion from the area where you will plant your 
grapes. Rombough suggests planting grapes 
so that rows go along with the prevailing 
winds, which for me is east-west. That will 
help to dry out the vines in wet times, min- 
imizing fungal problems. He says to plant 
roots 8 feet apart, and rows 8 to 12 feet apart 
if you are starting an orchard. And if you have 
bought grapes grafted onto a root stock, do 
not plant them deeply. The graft union (place 
where the roots and the tops were joined) 
should be above ground. 

This is the time of year to prune grapes. 
They produce grapes on shoots that were new 
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last year. Pruning now stimulates new growth 
that will produce grapes next year. And if you 
do not prune each year, your grape vines will 
develop into an unmanageable mess. An un- 
pruned vine may produce lots of blossoms, 
but the quality and size of the fruit will not 
be good. 

Grapes grow well on trellises or wires. I 
have two rows of wire attached to my barn for 
grapes to grow on, but they are so vigorous 
that if I didn’t prune off new growth each year, 
they would engulf my small barn and cov- 
er the windows. I wouldn’t be able to reach 
the grapes for picking. The Grape Grower: 
A Guide to Organic Viticulture has excellent 
drawings of ways to set up wires for your 
grapes, and how to prune. 

I hesitate to give advice on how to prune 
grapes, as I am still learning. Rombough’s 
book shows a thick stalk coming up from the 
ground, with sturdy lateral arms attached to 
the wires, which I have. Each year I am sup- 
posed to cut off most of last year’s vigorous 
new growth, leaving some short spurs on 
those lateral arms to produce this year’s fruit. 

I have just three grape plants, two growing 
on a trellis in front of my barn, and one grow- 
ing on a cedar arbor I built years ago. I have 
a very high water table — there is a nearby 
brook — and I am surprised that my grapes 
have survived. But in my experience all vines, 
including grapes, are tough and adaptable. I 
don’t get a huge crop and I share it most years 
with the birds, as they do love grapes — and 
some years they are more attentive to my 
grapes than I. A flock of cedar waxwings can 
— and will — eat all my grapes in one sitting, 
those greedy gluttons. Maybe I should rent an 
owl — or buy a plastic one to live near my 
barn in grape-picking season.

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CAR TALK BY TOM AND RAY MAGLIOZZI 

Vodka to the rescue! 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

Setting the scene: Six middle- 
gRys cruising the Caribbean in 
a 40-foot catamaran, mooring and 
anchoring at a variety of harbors, 
bays and coves in the Dutch and 
French West Antilles, using our din- 
gy and its two-stroke motor to ferry 
us to and from shore. When the motor 
started losing power and occasional- 
ly misfiring, the most mechanically 
savvy member of our group (by day 
a pediatric ophthalmologist) disman- 
tled it and went right to removing the 
spark plugs, finding both tips well- 
fouled with carbon, one more so than 
the other He replaced the worst one 
with a new plug found in the boats 
tool kit, but lacking another new plug, 
he decided to try to clean the buildup 
on the better of the two fouled plugs. 


So, lacking any other solvent but 
having plenty of ethanol of various 
flavors on board, he and an assistant 
(by day an architect) soaked the spark 
plug in (fairly expensive) vodka for 
an hour or so, after which it cleaned 
up quite well. After the plug was 
replaced, the motor ran as smooth 
as silk, and with plenty of newfound 
power. So, our questions are: Is a 
vodka soak a reasonable way to clean 
a fouled spark plug; can one damage 
the plug this way; is there one brand 
of vodka thats better suited to this 
than another; seeing as we were sail- 
ing in the Caribbean, should we have 
used rum instead (there was plenty 
on board); can this method be trans- 
lated from a two-stroke dingy motor 
to an automobile engine; and should 
we let the marketing department of 
the vodka brand know about its prod- 
ucts expanded functionality? We are 
much appreciative of any assistance 
you can offer. Your fans — Joe, Mar- 
tin, Martin, Frank, Tim and George 

TOM: Well, we use nothing but 
Grey Goose in our shop. 

RAY: As you’ve diseovered, guys, 
aleohol is a wonderful solvent. And 
it’s an exeellent way to elean earbon 
off of spark plugs. 

TOM: I would guess that the high- 


er the proof — henee the greater 
the aleohol eontent — the better it’s 
going to work for you. 

RAY: And I would think that aleo- 
hols without flavorings or sweeteners 
would be preferable, beeause you 
don’t want sugars or syrups gooping 
up your plugs. So I’d use vodka over, 
say. Grand Marnier. 

TOM: Of eourse, what you’ll find 
is that the plugs won’t stay elean for 
long. Not beeause you used vodka to 
elean them, but beeause the fouled 
plugs are a symptom rather than a 
cause of your problem. 

RAY: The real problem is a carbu- 
retor that’s causing the engine to run 
too rich, or a weak spark, or some- 
thing else. But as a temporary fix to 
keep you going, you guys came up 
with a perfect solution. And it would 
work for a car, a boat, a lawn mower 
or a model airplane. 

TOM: What we have to figure out 
is whether it’s more cost-effective 
than the carburetor cleaner we cur- 
rently use in the shop. I’ll have to 
compare the cost per ounce. 

RAY: Although we also have to 
consider the reactions of customers 
when they walk in and see half-emp- 
ty, open bottles of vodka sitting on 
our toolboxes. 


Dear Tom and Ray: 

Fve been driving for more years 
than I care to say, but this is the first 
Fve heard of something called a 
“smoke test. ” Recently I noticed a gas 
odor coming from somewhere around 
the back end of my car. I couldn 't pin- 
point it to any specific location, e.g., 
around the gas cap, but the odor was 
unmistakable. No sign of any leaks 
on the garage floor, and I didn't 
smell anything inside the car, includ- 
ing when driving. I thought perhaps 
gas somehow had been splashed on 
the car, but after leaving it out in the 
rain to wash it off (it was too cold to 
get out the hose), the smell persist- 
ed. I took it to a chain repair place 
for a look, and while they also could 
smell the gas, they couldn 't see any- 
thing, and said they'd have to start 
disassembling things to find it. They 
suggested that a better option would 
be to have a “smoke test'' done, but 
I'd have to take it to a dealer, as they 
didn 't have that equipment. So, what 
the heck is a “smoke test, '' and is that 
the best option? — Chris 

TOM: We used a primitive smoke 
test back in the old days, Chris. 

RAY: My brother would just blow 
smoke from his El Productos into 
the fuel filler opening, and we’d see 


where it came out. Then one day he 
dropped a lit ash in there, and that 
was the end of his beard AND the 
customer’s Vega. 

TOM: Yeah. But a smoke test is 
the right approach for you, Chris. 
We have a modem smoke machine at 
our garage now. It plays Deep Purple 
when you use it. 

RAY: Actually, you put baby oil in 
it, and the oil heats up and makes lots 
of smoke. 

TOM: Then you feed the smoke 
into the evaporative emissions sys- 
tem (lots of cars even have a test port 
for it), and it pressurizes the whole 
system, including the gas tank, with 
smoke. If you see smoke coming out 
somewhere, you know that’s where 
the hole is. 

RAY: Lots of cars have filler 
neck tubes that corrode over time 
and leak gas vapors. But there are 
lots of valves inside the evaporative 
emissions system that leak, too. The 
smoke machine will help you figure 
out exactly where it’s coming from.

Dishes have a silver edge but 
we 're not sure if it may be platinum. We have 
a service for 10 with extra pieces. We under- 
stand this pattern is discontinued and may 
be from the 1950s. Wondering if these dishes 
may be of value. Thanks much.

Dear Vikie, 

The Mieto eompany started in the early 
1900s and is still in business making ehina 
today I believe your pattern is probably from 
the 1960s, but it’s tough to tell beeause they 
made so many patterns and styles. 

The rim eould very well be platinum. It 
wasn’t too uneommon for manufaeturers 
from even as far baek as the 1940s to trim the 
rim with gold or even platinum. The amount 
is so small that it adds no value to the pieee. 

I did meet a man onee who pieked up lots 
of ehina with preeious metal rims and plaeed 
them in a barrel of muriatie aeid and the met- 
al floated to the top, where he skimmed it and 
eolleeted it for serap. I wouldn’t suggest this 
beeause the ehemieal is so deadly to work 
with and it takes so many dishes to even get a 
serap ’s worth. I just mentioned this beeause I 



thought it was interesting myself to see what 
kinds of hobbies are out there. 


Baek to your dish set, Vikie: beeause the 
eompany is still in produetion and they mainly 
did just dish ware, there is a lot of it out there. 
I have done some researeh for you and found 
most eommon pieees to be in the $5 to $10 
range and serving pieees a little higher. This 
eould be a good thing if you’re looking to add 
to your set. In time, when the supply depletes, 
the value will rise, so it might not be a bad 
investment for later to add to the set now.

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3-D4 U 

Everyone can shoot in stereo

James Cameron did it, 
Harry Potter did it and a 
whole mess of animated 
movies did it. Now you ean 
start ereating your very own 
stereoseopie 3-D masterpiee- 
es with the latest eameras 
eoming down the pike. 

The prineiple is simple — we humans see 
the world in three dimensions, sensing depth 
and distanee instinetively, beeause we have 
two eyes. Sinee the eyes are set apart slight- 
ly, eaeh gets a slightly different view of any 
given objeet. The brain then puts those imag- 
es together. 

A 3-D eameorder neeessarily works in a 
similar way. Two lenses reeord their slight- 
ly different views and the firmware behind 
the image sensors eombines them into a sin- 
gle 3-D video. As with any type of gadget, 
there’s a range of priees and eapabilities; you 
ean easily spend over a thousand bueks, but 
fairly eheap models are just starting to eome 
onto the market now. 

Topping out our high-end field with an 
MSRP of $1,699.95, the JVC Everio GS- 
TDIB looks a bit like Luke Skywalker’s 
eleetronie binoeulars. No attempt is made to 
downplay the pair of lenses on the front; in 
faet, they’re ringed by a silver oval just about 
the exaet shape of New Hampshire Motor 
Speedway. Sinee it reeords two simultaneous 
streams of lOSOp video, just about every- 
thing it does works in 2-D as well as 3-D. 

Everything it does is quite a bit, too. Opti- 
eal image stabilization? Got it. 5X optieal 
zoom in 3-D, lOX in 2-D. The lenses spee 
in at FI. 2, whieh eamera geeks will tell 
you enables great low-light performanee — 
essential for your eye-popping horror movie. 
JVC even tried to invent a word, biphonie, for 


its 3-D sound reeording teehnology. Unfortu- 
nately, biphonie already refers to the musieal 
eonstruetion of a single droning tone under- 
neath a melody; presumably the eameorder 
ean reeord plenty of sounds other than that. 

The Everio’s 3.5-ineh toueh sereen dis- 
plays 3-D without the need for glasses, and 
ineluded software helps you edit and output 
2-D or 3-D DVDs or Blu-ray dises. 64GB 
of built-in memory and an SDXC slot pro- 
vide storage spaee for hours and hours of 
reeording. 

For a little less money, you ean eombine 
one of Panasonic’s several 3-D-eompati- 
ble eameorders with their VW-CLTl lens, 
available for as little as $200. The exaet eapa- 
bilities vary with your model of eameorder, 
but the lens itself reeords two images, eaeh at 
960 X 1080. That’ half the width of full HD, 
but you get the full width baek by playing in 
the modem side-by-side 3-D method. 

For the really eheap, there are a eouple 
options under $300. The Sony Bloggie 3D 
does full HD in the eompressed MP4 for- 
mat for $249.99. The 2.4-ineh sereen doesn’t 
require glasses, and a mini HDMI eonnee- 
tor outputs to a 3-D-eapable television easily. 
The pair of F2.8 lenses ean’t eompete with 
the JVC Everio, but for 1/6 the eost, who’s 
eomplaining? The foeus here is sharing home 
movies, and the built-in software uploads 
old-fashioned red-and-blue video to You- 
Tube, Faeebook and more. 

You ean go even eheaper with Aiptek or 
ViewSonic camcorders with many of the 
same features as the Bloggie, but they only 
support 720p 3-D. Besides that, you hold 
them vertically like a Flip camcorder, so the 
dual lenses end up looking a bit too Johnny 
Five to be taken seriously by your subjects. 

Next week: video is great and all, but 3-D 
still photos are awesome too. Choose brand 
new equipment or learn to create 3-D pic- 
tures with your old camera and free software.

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Copper Door breaks ground in Bedford 

Vision is for class without pretention

Tom Boucher envisions his custom- 
ers entering the arched copper doors of his 
new eatery for approachable fine dining cui- 
sine in a relaxed atmosphere. Boucher broke 
ground on his new 8,000-square-foot res- 
taurant, The Copper Door, in Bedford last 
month, and building will begin early this 
summer. He hopes to open before Christmas. 

Boucher opened T-Bones in 1984 and 
Cactus Jack’s in 1995. There are now seven 
locations of the two local chains. 

“When we started T-Bones ... opening 
Cactus Jack’s was certainly very different,” 
Boucher said. “Being a Southwestern restau- 
rant, it was not quite as classic ... it has a 
little more bar scene and obviously the foods 
were more Southwestern and a little more 
edgy.” 

The foundational principles of CJ’s and 
T-Bones and core cultural aspects will be 
carried over to the Copper Door, but the new 
restaurant’s concept will be much different, 
Boucher said. 

“We decided to go into that level of din- 
ing that is really wedged between casual and 
fine ... it is no secret that since C.R. Sparks 
closed, there is definitely a void that has 
been left in the Bedford market for that level 


of dining,” he said. “The opportunity is there 
in front of us.” 

Boucher said his company has two oth- 
er concepts up its sleeve. “There are lots of 
opportunities in different parts of the state,” 
he said. “The key is that you have to find the 
right location.” 

The new eatery’s spot at the intersec- 
tion of Route 101 and Olde Bedford Road 
is an “A-plus location,” Boucher said, but in 
addition to location, timing is also key in a 
restaurant’s success. 

Boucher said he has seen an upswing in 
business at all seven of his eateries. 

“It is clear that the economy is starting to 
turn back around ... we all felt like the tim- 
ing was great [to open a new restaurant],” 
he said. 

Chef Nicole Barreira, who oversees all 
CJ’s and T-Bones locations, will have a hand 
in the development of the new 200+-seat 
restaurant, but Boucher plans to hire a chef 
whose only focus will be the Copper Door. 

“I think that’s what people expect, to have 
the chef on site all the time,” Boucher said, 
adding that everything on the chef-inspired 
menu will be made from scratch. “We will 
try to create a menu that is very approach- 
able for people,” he continued, adding that it 
is too early to be thinking about what dishes 
the restaurant will offer. 


Boucher plans to hire a staff of more than 
100, including a new general manager, to 
open the eatery. 

“When you first open, everyone wants to 
come try it — again, with our experience, 
that is just how it goes,” he said. “Restau- 
rants have a honeymoon period for their first 
three months.” 

“Within that time frame, we will also 
start to understand who are the solid, quality 
employees that will stay,” he added. 

While he said the Copper Door will “not 
be casual by any means,” Boucher said cus- 
tomers will not feel the stuffiness often 
found at high-end restaurants in big cities. 

“I think there are many people out there 
kind of intimidated by the fine dining envi- 
ronment ... even the wine list can keep 
people from dining at those locations as 
much as they’d like,” he said. “This will be 
someplace you can go on a Tuesday night, 
get high-quality food and high-end served in 
an atmosphere that is more relaxed.” 

Boucher said even the restaurant’s name, 
suggested by his wife, gives him a vision of 
a very classy restaurant, without evoking an 
air of pretentiousness. 

“It just speaks to what we’re trying to do,” 
he said. 


Lucia’s Bodega opens in Windham 

Wine, cheese and imported Italian groceries on offer

When he found himself out of work. Chuck 
Palazzolo began to explore his options. 

He first looked at opening a restaurant of 
his own but decided against it because of the 
amount of work and hours it would involve. 
Instead, Palazzolo, of Pelham, decided to 
showcase his 10 years of wine and cheese 
knowledge at a wine and cheese shop of his 
own in Windham. He opened Lucia’s Bode- 
ga last week on Indian Head Road. 

Palazzolo said he was drawn to Windham 
because he considers it an up and coming 
town. 

“It was a great opportunity to get a great 
location,” he said. 

By the end of this week, the wine racks 
at the Bodega will be filled with 200 to 250 
mainly New World wines, Palazollo said. 
The wine in the racks lining one wall of the 
shop will be arranged from light to heavy. 
Free-standing racks will be dedicated to 
seasonal, reserve. Old World, dessert and 
sparkling wines. Bottles for less than $18 
can be found in the racks at the back of the 
shop. 

“We have some low-end value wines, 
some middle of the road and some higher- 
end,” Palazzolo said, later adding that he is 
not sure whether he will look into carrying 
locally made wines. 

A wooden horseshoe bar serves as the 
focus of the shop and will be where Palaz- 


zolo conducts wine tastings on Thursdays 
from 4 to 7 p.m. and beer tastings on Fridays 
from 4 to 7 p.m. From noon to 4 p.m. on Sat- 
urdays the shop will offer tastings of wine, 
food and cheese. 

The shop’s beer fridge is filled with wines 
from small breweries, many based in New 
England. 

“We’re not going to carry Bud or Miller or 
any of that stuff,” Palazollo said. 

A variety of imported Italian olive oils 
(regular, portobello garlic, chipotle, lemon 
and basil) and balsamic vinegars (regular. 


fig and cucumber melon) fill metal fiistis at 
a station in the rear of the shop where cus- 
tomers are allowed to pour their own or buy 
it pre-bottled. The station also features four 
varieties of imported Italian pastas that cus- 
tomers can scoop into bags. 

“You’ve got to be different than everyone 
else. No one does this,” Palazollo said. “A 
few places do oil, but oil and pasta together? 
I haven’t seen it done.” 

The pasta is also available pre-pack- 
aged and sits in the Bodega’s imported 
grocery section, which also features mari- 
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nated mushrooms, pesto, polenta, tapenade, 
nutella and ladyfingers. Palazollo will also 
sell imported eigars. 

“We have a little variety of everything 
here,” he said. 

Organie and gluten-free produets fill 
another shelf at the shop and there is a 
speeial seetion dedieated to loeal goods 
ineluding Laurel Hill jellies. Planet Marsh- 
mallow marshmallows, Miehele’s Popeom 
and Stonewall Kitehen produets. 

A glass eheese ease is filled with more than 
30 imported eheeses (mostly Italian and Span- 
ish, some Freneh), serrano ham, proseiutto, 
smoked eured paneetta and four different 
types of olives offered by the pound. Cheese 
varieties inelude fresh mozzarella, manehego, 
blue eheese, roquefort, parmigiano reggiano, 
provolone, taleggio, asiago and tartufu, made 
with blaek truffle oil. 

A self-serve refrigerated ease next to the 
eheeses is filled with fresh ravioli, Ver- 
mont goat eheese and mozzarella, ehorizo 
and peppadew stuffed with blue eheese and 
goat eheese. 

Palazollo plans to earry eannolis and 
ehoeolate-dipped strawberries. 

A eomer in the front of the store serves 
as the shop’s “living room” and features a 
leather loveseat, two armehairs and a flat-

sereen TV, whieh Palazallo said will often 
show sporting events. “This is also a plaee 
to keep ehildren entertained while their par- 
ents shop,” he said. 

Children will also benefit from the Bode- 
ga’s loyalty eard as one pereent of eaeh 
eustomer’s purehase will be donated to the 
Windham Parent Teaeher Assoeiation (a 
Windham PTA member helped Palazzolo 
seeure the spaee for his shop). 

“Being a part of the eommunity, as a 
business, you have to give baek,” Palazzo- 
lo said.

Macarons and macaroons — these crumbly 
cookies are sometimes confused with each 
other but they have some differences. 

Macaroons 

“One in three people don’t know that a real 
macaroon doesn’t have coconut in it,” said 
James Price, owner of St. Julien Macaroons 
in Sandown. Traditional macaroons are made, 
instead, with almonds. “[Now] the almond 
taste is so strong, people confuse it [with] 
coconut,” Price said. “People either really like 
them because they like the strong, robust and 
aromatic almond flavor or they don’t care for 
them at all. If people don’t like almond, they 
won’t like a macaroon.” 

Somewhere in history coconut was added 
because it is one of nature’s best preserva- 
tives, Price said. Price recommends storing 
his cookies in the freezer to extend their fresh- 
ness . ‘ ‘When kept at room temperature they will 
still be cmmbly but will lose the crunchy on the 
outside, chewy on the inside texture,” he said. 

Price said macaroons are nearly impossible 
to make at home without a brick-lined or piz- 
za oven. He uses three brick-lined ovens. 

“You need to heat them from the bottom up 
... if they were baked in a regular oven the 
top would be cooked but the bottom would 
remain raw,” Price said. The macaroons are 
baked at somewhere between 350 and 375 
degrees for about 12 to 1 5 minutes, but if there 
is too much heat and humidity. Price said, the 
cookies can quickly turn into “flatteroons.” 

The shape and size of Price’s gluten- 
free-certified, low-fat and cholesterol-free 
macaroons also break the mold of what many 
people envision when they think of the cook- 
ie. The pointy, Hershey Kiss-like tips are 
knocked off before the cookies are put in the 
oven so they will not bum or break off. The 
cookies are small. (The coconut macaroons 
are often bigger and mound-like.) 

Price, who is known around town as “The 
Macaroon Man,” opts to use real almonds 
instead of almond flavoring and no flour is 
used in his 17th-century recipe. “This is the 
original, this is the real deal. I’ll never change 
that,” he said. 

Macarons 

There has been a worldwide resurgence in the 
popularity of macarons, said Paul Brown, own- 
er of Madeleine’s, a French bakery in Concord. 
“I think part of the reason [for the resurgence] is 
that people enjoy better food,” Brown said. 

Brown noted that the rise in the macaron’s 
popularity could also be attributed to an increase 


in health consciousness — macarons are not 
very high in calories — and to the price, the 
tasty French treat can often be purchased for 
less than $2.“It’s something that can be enjoyed 
quickly and easily,” Brown said. 

Like macaroons, macarons are made with 
almonds that are ground at the bakery into 
flour (“no coconut here,” Brown said). “The 
freshly ground almond flour provides a big- 
ger, bolder flavor,” Brown said. 

The almond flour is combined with con- 
fectionery sugar, egg whites and granulated 
sugar. As the delicate snacks must be baked 
in a vented oven or they will go flat. Brown 
keeps the oven doors open just enough to 
allow him to peek in. Brown said he does not 
use a timer when baking macarons but instead 
keeps a close eye on the treat, waiting for its 
bottom to bubble up. 

“It’s just a matter of getting the feel for 
it,” he said. The flaky and cmmbly almond 
meringue shells are typically stuck togeth- 
er with buttercream and break apart easily. 
Brown said. 

At Madeleine’s, bakers mix flavors into 
the almond flour for the macarons. “This has 
to be done very quickly so it does not fall 
down,” Brown said. “You need to keep air in 
to have a nice fluffy meringue.” 

European chefs have been developing such 
flavors as rose and quince and sherry and 
wasabi. Brown said. “We don’t go too far 
afield,” he added. 

“Depending on the mood of the staff,” Brown 
said flavors of macarons lining his bakery cas- 
es include pistachio, raspberry, orange, lemon 
and mocha, which he noted is great paired with 
espresso. “A lot of people will say they have a 
bigger flavor than they actually thought,” he 
said. “They melt in your mouth.” 

The concentration of the real flavors can 
determine whether the coloring of the maca- 
ron is pastel or dark and vibrant. “Real flavors 
hold their color very well,” Brown added. 

Brown said there is no real busy season 
when it comes to macaron; he finds himself 
busy with them on a regular basis. 

“They’re something that people really 
enjoy,” he said. “People come a long way to 
get macarons.”

New sommelier pouring 

Wine list revamping is under way at 900 Degrees

There is no one-size-fits-all 
wine for pizza. You need to think 
about what kind of sauce you are 
using, and then you need to talk 
toppings. 

“All of that affects which wine 
goes with your pizza,” said Kath- 
erine Lachance, of Manchester, 
new wine director at 900 Degrees 
Neapolitan Pizzeria (50 Dow St., 
Manchester). Lachance graduat- 
ed from the International Wine 
Guild at the Metropolitan Col- 
lege in Denver, via an intensive 
program in McLean, Va., with 
her executive sommelier certifi- 
cation and is working toward the 
master level. She first joined the 
900 Degrees team in August as a 
member of the waitstaff. 

Tackling the task of revamping 
the eatery’s wine list was number one on 
Lachance’s list of things to accomplish in 
her new role. “Being a Neapolitan pizze- 
ria, we do have a fair showing of Italian 
wines on our list — Italian food and Ital- 
ian wine will always be a great match . . . 
we wanted to have a little bit of everything 
on the list, but we had four sangioveses, 
which I felt was a little too much, so I’ve 
played with adding a few more varieties 
on there,” she said. Lachance is working to 
transition the list to lighter reds and whites 
for the spring and summer seasons and 
said she wants to continue adding organ- 
ic wines to the restaurant’s offerings — 25 
percent of the eatery’s wines currently 
bear that designation. 

“If I had to choose between two wines 
with similar characteristics, organic would 
win every time,” she said. “The thing 
about wine is the majority of it produced is 
very organic anyway — any chemical on 
the grapes would carry over to the palate. 
Winemakers are very careful about what 
they put on their grapes. But organic stan- 
dards are very strict.” 

Lachance noted another one of her goals 
is focusing the list around good-value wine 
and “kind of finding hidden gems under 
the $30 to $40 mark ... that truly comple- 
ment our food.” 

To complement your food at home this 
summer, Lachance noted pinot grigio as a 
great seafood-pairing varietal. The Antino- 
ri Bianca pinot grigio and the crab cakes at 
900 Degrees make a “phenomenal combi- 
nation,” she said. 

To balance the heat when barbecuing, 
Lachance suggested a wine with a slight- 
ly sweeter note, such as Est! Est! Estl, an 
Italian red blend. 

Lachance was even able to match a wine 
with that all-American summertime staple, 
the hot dog. 

“I would probably go with a riesling. 
Being German, it’s a great example of a 
white wine that was truly meant to be 
paired with meat,” she said. “And because 


it’s summer and it’s warm out, you would 
probably want a nice chilled white wine.” 

As all of 900 Degrees’ pizzas are wood- 
fired, Lachance said they work well with 
Italian wines because of the oak they are 
aged in: “It adds a smoky characteristic to 
the wine, and in pairing food you are look- 
ing to make a match like that,” she said, 
noting smoky red wines as Chiantis and 
Tuscan blends. 

Since she was 15 and touring Califor- 
nia wineries with her parents, Lachance 
said, she has been fascinated with wine. 
“And when I turned 21,1 started trying it 
and loving it,” she said. The more time she 
spent working in the restaurant industry, 
the more she realized she wanted to make 
wine her focus. Now it is not only her hob- 
by but also her job. 

“The thing I love the most about wine is 
that it makes food better,” Lachance con- 
tinued. “The different synergies you can 
get from trying different foods with dif- 
ferent wines, that’s just my idea of a good 
time.” 

For those who are new to wine, 
Lachance said not to be afraid to ask the 
restaurant staff: “That is what we’re here 
for,” she said. “We are more than happy to 
find something that you like.” 

She also noted that people should not 
get caught up in the “fancy side or snobbi- 
er aspects” of wine and should just enjoy 
what they like, without shame. 

“If you like sweet wine, you don’t have 
to hide your head, it’s not something any- 
body will judge you for,” Lachance said. 
“We would rather you choose something 
and enjoy it, than not because of peer 
pressure.” 

Lachance said it is helpful for bar staff 
to suggest wines once they learn what 
types of cocktails you typically gravitate 
toward or what meal you plan to order. 

“Those are great starting points to find a 
wine that will complement food or person- 
al taste,” she said.

Italian wine, food & family 

Adventures of an Italian Importer

What stands out the most in Sergio 
Esposito’s memoir, Passion on the Vine, 
is the inextrieable link between family, 
food and wine. Growing up in a suburb of 
Naples in Italy, Sergio experieneed total 
immersion in a culture dedicated to the sen- 
suality, comfort and community of sharing 
a meal, no matter how humble or grand. 
Families and friends gathered around the 
table as much for the social camaraderie as 
for bodily sustenance. 

When he was eight, his family moved 
from Italy to Albany, N.Y. Sergio describes 
the culture shock in the context of how 
meals are prepared and consumed. As he 
matured into adulthood, his memories of 
Italian food and the wines that were served 
provided the impetus for him to open a 
wine shop dedicated to Italian wines in 
New York City. Today that shop and his 
wine import company operate as Italian 
Wine Merchant (www.italianwinemer- 
chant.com.) 

The book chronicles Esposito’s early 
years and how he developed his apprecia- 
tion and expertise about Italian wines. The 
most compelling parts of the book trace 
a wine-buying trip that he takes in 2004 
with his family — parents, wife and two 
young children — in tow. By this time 
the importer has forged close friendships 
with winemakers and others in the trade. 
What comes across is the mutual respect 
between those who craft the wines and 
those who select the wines to sell. Ser- 
gio’s account is as much about his role as 
a father, son, and husband as it is about the 
wine business. 

And the food! The descriptions of the 
meals are rendered in mouth-watering 
detail. In one chapter he prepares din- 
ner with his friend, Maurizio Anselma, 
for their families and you want to pull up 
a chair and join in savoring each morsel. 
In another section, a seafood meal of too 
many courses to count lasts all afternoon 

— mussels, calamari, shrimp, fresh fish 

— each accompanied by the local white 
wines. 

The book sings the praises of the classic 
Italian red wines — Chianti, Barolo, and 
Brunello di Montalcino. What is more sur- 
prising is his reverence for Italian white 
wines. The breadth and variety of white 
wines from Italy remains a mystery to 
many consumers who assume Pinot Grigio 
is the only Italian white wine. Vermenti- 
no, Verdicchio, Gavi, Soave, Trebbiano, 
Falanghina, Orvieto, Arneis — the list is 
endless. Sergio demonstrates how these 
overlooked whites are an integral part of 
regional Italian gastronomy. 

Unfortunately, finding most of the spe- 
cific wines that Sergio describes in his 
book proved more difficult. The Italian 
Wine Merchant shop in New York City 
offered to ship the wines to me, but was 
less inclined to help me find them in New 
Hampshire. With the date of my Book Club 
rapidly approaching, I resorted to select- 


ing wines from the regions that he visited, 
keeping in the spirit of his quest for wines 
produced by traditional winemakers. 

2009 Cecchi Litorale Vermentino, 
Toscana Maremma (NH Code 15171) 
$16.99, currently on sale for $13.99. 

On my shopping trip, I searched for a 
Verdicchio and settled for a Vermenti- 
no instead. The “Litorale” is a nod to the 
Littoral winds that come off the Medi- 
terranean Sea across the vineyards. This 
light white greets the glass with spring 
floral aromas — honeysuckle and apple 
blossoms — and then opens into lemon- 
grass and lemon thyme. The palate reveals 
lemon and grapefruit with a subtle cream- 
iness. Perfect with seafood, perhaps even 
as hearty as swordfish, and hard Italian 
cheese like Piave. Available at larger New 
Hampshire Wine & Liquor Outlets. 

2009 Azienda Vinicola Zenato Treb- 
boiano di Lugana San Benedetto, Lake 
Garda (NH Code 35747) $16.99. 

I have had red and white wines from 
Zenato that are reliably good, so I decid- 
ed to take a chance on this Trebbiano since 
the book has a lovely chapter dedicated 
to the area around Lake Garda. Unoaked 
like the Vermentino, this wine had more 
body and more acidity than the first white. 
The fruit profile is peach, apricot, man- 
go and melon and although I expected it 
to be sweeter, the finish was crisp, clean 
and dry. Those who favor unoaked char- 
donnays will find this a lively alternative. 
It paired well with a sheep’s milk cheese 
and could easily accompany roast chicken 
or a summer salad. Available at many New 
Hampshire State Liquor Stores. 

2006 Renato Ratti “Marcenasco” 
Barolo (NH Code 43472) $48.99. In 
perusing the shelves in search of a Baro- 
lo, I recognized the Renato Ratti name; it 
is often included in lists of top Italian pro- 
ducers. Imagine my surprise as I prepared 
my notes for the Book Club and discov- 
ered that Wine Enthusiast magazine had 
selected it as the 2010 Wine of the Year. 
The 2005 vintage of the same wine was 
number 7 on Wine Spectator’s Top 100 
the prior year (96 points). Knowing it was 
youthful for a Barolo, I decanted it for sev- 
eral hours prior to serving. The wine did 
not disappoint; in fact it was one of those 
memorable wine moments that you want to 
savor and remember. Violets, mushrooms, 
truffles and earth were followed by wild 
strawberries and raspberries 20 minutes 
later. Lighter than a Cabernet Sauvignon, 
yet powerful and elegant, this wine’s com- 
plexity kept the tasters enthralled. Serve 
with roast beef tenderloin, rabbit or duck 
with juniper berries, blueberries and herbs 
like sage and rosemary. Definitely worth 
the splurge, this is available at larger New 
Hampshire Wine & Liquor Outlets.

After a few weeks 
of whites, we head- 
ed baek to reds this 
week. 

Big reds were on 
the menu for us — the 
2004 Querceto Chi- 
anti Classico Riserva 
($11.99 on sale from 
$24.99) and the 2007 
Buehler Vineyards 
Cabernet Sauvignon 
($19.99 on sale from $35.99) from St. Hel- 
ena, Calif 

The eab had a slight jamminess on the nose 
and, though it was a little tight when we first 
opened the bottle, it showed itself to be well- 
struetured. Fmit, tannins and aeid were in 
harmony and we even deteeted a bit of smok- 
iness. We are always on the lookout for wines 
that ean age for a few years (a relatively eheap 
way of getting a more eomplex wine than the 
money would normally buy you — if you 
have the patienee to wait for it) and this one 
seems like a good eandidate for spending a 
few years in the wine eellar. 

The Quereeto was a big Italian red. We 
tasted a bit of ehalkiness and some of the 
earthiness (whieh was also present on the 
nose) that you ean find in European wines. 
Honestly, after a sip or two, both of us put 
this glass down and reaehed for the Buehler 
again — that is until the food arrived. 


with the food. 

The Buehler was 
not, we quiekly dis- 
eovered, a spiey-food 
wine. The spieiness of 
our fries eompletely 
overwhelmed the wine 
— even the burger 
seemed to be too big, 
fiavorwise, to share 
spaee with the Cab. 
The Chianti on the oth- 
er hand seemed made for this meal. Fries and 
ketehup eompletely ehanged the taste of this 
wine — the aeid from the ketehup seemed 
to mellow some of the earthier qualities and 
ereate an overall very enjoyable food- wine 
experienee. The burgers also turned out to 
be a good pairing with the wine, leading the 
serious wine-lover to guess that this Chian- 
ti would go great with a big Bolognese or a 
meaty tomato-based sauee. 

And then eame dessert — ehoeolate 
eookies that had a lot of ehoeolate flavor 
but not a lot of sweetness. Now it was the 
Buehler’s turn to shine. The pairing of the 
eookies and the Cab (plus the intervening 
time the bottle of eab had been open) ereat- 
ed a toasty warm finish to the meal. 

These bottles turned out to be a good 
reminder that a wine that might not seem so 
great ean beeome a standout with the right 
food.

It’ll make them stronger 

Local men vie in Death Race Challenge

When Dennis Lyneh and Jay Defina eom- 
pete in their next adventure raee, they may die. 
This is not a literary exaggeration. It is, in faet, 
aeknowledged in the raee’s name. 

The Death Raee Challenge, fittingly found 
at www.youmaydie.eom, is unlike any other 
raee in the world. Last year only 15 pereent 
of those who eompeted even finished and the 
winner took 28 hours to do so. Adventure rae- 
es like the Tough Mudder, whieh eombine 
miming up hills, erawling under barbed wire 
and earrying heavy objeets, have blossomed 
in popularity. But the Death Raee is, as Lyneh 
referred to it, “Tough Mudder on steroids.” 

The eourse deseription on the website says, 
“TBA,” whieh means To Be Announeed. This 
sounds harmless enough, until you read the 
aeeompanying text: “You ean expeet barbed 
wire, mud boggin, wood ehoppin, tunnels, 
deep water diving, miming, erawling, erying, 
sereaming, and sweating. Doubtful you’ll fin- 
ish but be proud of yourself for trying.” 

Prior to the raee, whieh takes plaee next 
month in Vermont, eontestants will reeeive a 
list of things they may need, sueh as a Greek 
translation dietionary or $50 worth of pen- 
nies or three pounds of onions. Lyneh said 
these would eome into play during the raee. 
For example, a eontestant may need to hike to 
the top of the mountain, where he may find a 
Greek phrase that he will need to translate by 
the time he gets down to the bottom — if the 
phrase isn’t translated perfeetly then baek to 


the top he goes. 

“You’ve got to ehop a lot of wood,” Lyneh 
said. “But what makes it hard is you may 
need to get your ax from the ax store, whieh 
is on top of the mountain [Lyneh said it is 
3,000 feet high]. Well, you’ll mn up there and 
they’ll ask, ‘Where’s your permission slip?’ 
Then you’ll have to mn baek down.” 

Defina said in the weleome paeket there is 
a form from the raee organizers asking who 
should be notified if something goes horribly 
wrong. 

All of this begs the question: why would 
anyone want to do this? 

“I don’t really know,” Defina said. “It 
looked like the toughest raee we eould find.” 

The raee is both an individual ehallenge 
and a team sport. A raeer must have the phys- 
ieal strength and mental enduranee to survive 
but also have faith in his teammate and rely on 
him when neeessary. This is why it is so help- 
ful that Defina and Lyneh are both patient and 
understanding and that they get along. Defina 
said they shared the same mentality, whieh is 
to get things done and not eomplain. 

Lyneh said he is in it for the eamaraderie, 
whieh is a good thing sinee it is pivotal to their 
ehanee of sueeess. Lyneh, who is a bartender 
at Strange Brew, met Defina at the bar a few 
years ago. The two shared a love of adventure 
and the goal of beeoming Manehester fire- 
fighters. Though they’ve never eompeted in 
the Death Raee Challenge, they have finished 
a similar raee ealled the Spartan Raee. They 
both have aetive baekgrounds. Defina is from 
Manehester and is a Hooksett poliee offieer 
and former Marine. While Lyneh is a bartend- 
er, he is also an avid mountaineer. He reeently 
spent time in Alaska elimbing Denali (Mount 
MeKinley). 

“I like to push myself to the fullest,” Lyneh 
said. It is something the 36-year-old has been 
doing for the past 12 years. He has felt the 
need to test himself He admits there may be 
some vanity to this, but there are also ample 
historie examples of men and women pushing 
past aeeepted boundaries of their times and as 
a result bringing humankind to new heights. 

Defina said his years on the foree will work 
to his advantage. 

“That never-say-die attitude will eome in 
handy,” Defina said.

Books to read between baseball games

It’s baseball season, which means a new 
class of baseball books. Between games, or 
when the game is just too painful to watch, 
get up to date with these. 

Nobody’s Perfect: Two 
Men, One Call, and a 
Game for Baseball History, 
by Armando Galarraga 
and Jim Joyce with Daniel 
Paisner, Atlantic Monthly 
Press, 2011. June 2, 2010, 

Comerica Park, Detroit. 

Armando Galarraga pitched a perfect game 
except for one bad call by umpire Jim Joyce 
in the ninth inning. The umpire screwed up 
— he admits as much — but what’s done is 
done, and the baseball commissioner refuses 
to overturn the call. In this book, Galarraga 
and Joyce present themselves through their 
reflections on that game and their careers. 

Read the first chapter, in which Galarraga 
recounts the big play, and you’ll be hooked, 
not so much by the play as by his voice and 
the grace, humility and simplicity with which 
he tells the story. In alternating chapters we "Xi-sK ^ 
hear pitcher and umpire recount how they 
experienced that game and how their careers owmhwmm 
led them to it. What makes the book so per- 
fect and poetic is the way the two men’s 
voices come through — and the subtle paral- 
lels between their lives. The game, the 
moment, the fateful play were somehow 
poetic and the book reflects that perfectly. It 
is a good book, and not only for serious base- 
ball fans (although if you know zero baseball, 
you might get frustrated). It’s a story of two 
young men trying to climb their respective 
career ladders and making it. As the players 
in a news story in 2010, they were two char- 
acters: Pitcher and Umpire. Here they are two 
real guys, ordinary guys, each with a mom 
and a dad and a wife and a job and daily stuff 
going on that happens to include this baseball 
game. “Nobody’s Perfect” is a great title for a

beefed-up magazine filled 
with detailed profiles of this 
year’s team.

It’s written with a 
pre-season rah-rah sensibility that even now, 
just weeks into the season, is interestingly out 
of date — all about how awesome Carl Craw- 
ford is, etc. — but it does temper the rah-rah 
with some “We’ll see” moments.

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Thor (PG-13) 

A pretty pretty 
superhero must protect 
beings in a variety of 
worlds in Thor^ the big 
gleaming introduction to 
the 2011 summer movie 
season. 

Odin (Anthony Hopkins) might 
have been mistaken for a god by the 
humans of medieval Seandinavian 
Earth but in reality he is a mighty 
warrior and the mler of Asgard and 
the nine realms. His son Thor (Chris 
Hemsworth) is poised to sueeeed him 
on the throne but just at the moment 
that his aseension is about to be 
announeed, Frost Giants, old enemies 
of Asgard, show up to steal a magie 
iee eube (it has another name but it’s 
going to be a long summer with a lot 
of mythology so Fm paeing myselQ. 
Asgard’s giant metallie defender robot 
prevents them from stealing the eube, 
but questions about how they got 
into kingdom and what should hap- 
pen in retaliation abound. Odin’s all 
about keeping the peaee, but Thor 
wants battle and glory. So, against his 
father’s wishes, he takes his buddies 
and his hammer (a super-heavy weap- 
on that makes him nearly unbeatable) 
and heads to the Frost Giants’ world 
and pieks a fight, one that he’d like- 
ly have lost if Odin didn’t show up to 
save him. Odin is furious that Thor 
has brought war upon Asgard and he 
strips Thor of his powers (but not his 
six-paek abs and bieeps) and banishes 
him to Earth, where (as you’ll remem- 
ber from that post-eredits seene in 
Iron Man 2) he also sends the ham- 
mer (though neither Thor nor anyone 
else will be able to use it until some- 
one worthy of the power — i.e. who 
has learned an important lesson about 
starting wars just ’eause — holds it). 
Eoki (Tom Hiddleston), Thor’s broth- 
er, assumes power as Odin falls into 


a deep sleep and Thor’s friends start 
to wonder if maybe Eoki had more to 
do with setting these events in motion 
than it seems. 

Meanwhile on Earth, Thor falls 
from the heavens straight into a sei- 
enee experiment being run by Jane 
Foster (Natalie Portman). She’s 
observing some waeky atmospherie 
eonditions out in the desert and starts 
to think they may have something 
to do with theories about a bridge to 
another world. Thor’s expulsion ere- 
ates one heek of an amazing light 
show followed by a dust storm and, 
wham-o, Jane hits Thor with her ear. 
At first, Jane, her researeh assistant 
Darey (Kat Dennings) and seien- 
tist Erik (Stellan Skarsgard) want to 
dump him at the hospital and get on 
with life. But then Agent Coulson 
(Clark Gregg) and other govern- 
ment men-in-blaek from SHIELD 
show up and take Jane’s researeh and 
soon she realizes that Thor might be 
the only link to her study of worm- 
holes and other worlds. Thus begins 
a far less exeiting part of the movie 
that involves Thor’s examination of 
his soul, a Stan Lee eameo and awk- 
ward flirting. 

Chris Hemsworth is very attrae- 
tive. If I were on a date with him, I 
would look intently into his eyes and 
smile when he talked. I would also 
nod, partieularly if he were shirtless 
and nodding would make eheeking 
out his impressive abs less obvious. 
Would I be able to remember what 
we talked about? No, probably not. 
And thus is the experienee of wateh- 
ing Thor. You’re eheeking out all 
the pretty things — Hemsworth, the 
shiny golden Asgard, the pretty dark 
blue storm elouds over the New Mex- 
ieo desert, the handsomely eraggy 
faee of Stellan Skarsgard, who brings 
an air of “serious aetor” to this busi- 
ness. How lovely, you think as you 
smile and nod your head (and then. 


if you’re seeing this in 3-D, quiekly 
try to nod baek in whatever position 
makes the visuals not blurry). Even 
when you ean’t exaetly tell who is 
fighting whom in the fight seenes, 
you might still enjoy letting them 
wash over you. But later are you 
going to remember what made the 
movie fun? Turn over great moments 
in your mind? Are you going to ree- 
ommend it to your friends? 

Eh. 

I’m on the fenee over whether 
Thor is a movie worth seeing. It has 
a lot of sparkle. But it doesn’t have 
a whole lot else. The entire Jane plot 
line eould be pulled straight out — 
yeah, yeah, she teaehes him how to 
eare. But I’m sure there was a quiek- 
er, less eredibility-busting way to do 
that. As it is, the Thor-Jane romanee 
feels very taeked on and made me 
less invested in the story, not more. 
Portman starts to go down the road of 
being a goofy seienee nerd sudden- 
ly in love (or maybe just lust) but the 
movie doesn’t have the time to really 
make mueh of that and gives us only 
the barest bones of a romanee. 

Another aspeet of the movie that 
feels more slap-dash and less organ- 
ie: all the referenees to other Marvel 
projeets. Even as fun little Easter 
eggs for those in the know, they start- 
ed to grow tiresome and ereate the 
impression that what I was eurrently 
watehing was just one big long ad for 
a future movie. 

But baek to the sparkle — Hop- 
kins as Odin is a lot of erazy, British 
Thespian fun. He brings a big big per- 
formanee to his supporting role and 
makes the movie feel more epie than 
it really is. And while Hiddleston’s 
Eoki was missing that It quality, his 
seenes with Hemsworth helped to 
give the brother- vs. -brother story 
some heft. For me, the movie was 
aetually at its best when it foeused on 
these eharaeters in their erazy CGI- 
world, rather than on the “waeky” but 
familiar seenes of bringing Thor into 
ours. 

Here’s what I’ll say: if the words 
“first big movie of the summer” 
have you exeited, then yes, see Thor 
(in 2-D, matinee priee if you ean), 
don’t think too mueh about it, have 
a good time. But if this whole blam- 
wow-ka-boom time of the year holds 
no interest for you, you ean wait for 
Thor to show up on EX in a few years 
and you won’t be missing mueh. C+

Something Borrowed 
(PG-13) 

Two horrible women set 
feminism back 50 years 
by engaging in a love 
triangle with a wet dishrag 
of a man in Something 
Borrowed^ a thoroughly 
hateable romantic comedy. 

I guess what makes this a eom- 
edy is that every horrible person 
in this terrible movie is horrible in 
their own way. That’s, like, what 
Tolstoy said, isn’t it? 

Darey (Kate Hudson) is a beau- 
tiful woman with some unspeeified 
eareer but the amazing ability to 
make seemingly sane people like her 
and to make every situation, inelud- 
ing her best friend’s birthday, about 
her. Raehel (Gennifer Goodwin) is 
that best friend. She is a beautiful 
woman who is a lawyer but is mis- 
erable with her job for unspeeified 
reasons and deeply eovets Dar- 
ey ’s fianee Dex (Colin Egglesfield). 
Raehel and Dex went to law sehool 
together but never got together 
despite the faet that fiashbaeks show 
them as madly in love. Apparent- 
ly Dex never made a move beeause 
he was a spineless mute and Raehel 
never made a move beeause how 
eould a person like him ever love 
a person like her? “A person like 
her” being, I don’t know, a brunette 
or a woman who reads or someone 
with bangs — the movie doesn’t say 
what her horrible flaw is and I ean’t 
tell beeause Gennifer Goodwin is 
a FREAKING MOVIE STAR. So 
we’ve got a situation where a very 
good looking man and a very good 
looking woman ean’t get together 
beeause they’re both too stupid for 
one of them to say “hey, I like you, 
let’s hang out” and then when Darey 
eomes along and says basieally that 
to Dex his lips are, like, sealed with 
erazy glue and he ean’t say “you’re 
pretty but I’m really into your 
friend” like any man in the world 
who wasn’t just happy settling for 
Kate Hudson would say. That was 
all in the past, but now we’re in the 
present where Darey and Dex are 
just months away from their wed- 
ding, Raehel is silently pining and 
Darey makes the surprise 30th birth- 
day party she arranges for Raehel all 
about her, Darey. And despite this 
and the pointing out of this by aetu- 
ally niee, kinda fun guy Ethan (John 
Krasinski), Raehel eontinues to pine 
for Dex and feel some weird kind of 
smug inferiority to Darey. 

Die, movie eharaeters, die. 

After the party, a hammered Dar- 
ey sleeps it off at home and Raehel 
and Dex find themselves out for a 
drink. Raehel gets a little tipsy and 
lets it slip that she had a erush for 


Dex in law sehool. And then they 
kiss and then they wake up naked 
in bed. And everybody with at least 
one working eye and half a working 
brain eell has now figured out that 
Dex is also pining for Raehel but a 
whole lot of nonsense goes into her 
not notieing it and then them trying 
to forget what happened and then 
some weird arrangement wherein 
they are together trying to “figure 
out what this is” (they had sex 
and enjoyed it — what, was there 
a ealeulus problem in that that I 
missed?) while Darey and Dex are 
still engaged. So we get a humiliat- 
ed Raehel watehing Dex be kissed 
and sexy-daneed-on by Darey even 
while he sends her “I heart you” 
looks and gets all jealous when oth- 
er guys hit on her. Beeause even 
though she is obviously a repellant 
woman who isn’t good enough for 
the inereasingly jerkfaee- seeming 
weasel Dex, every man in this mov- 
ie is in love with her. 

Every. Single. Freaking. Guy. 

A psyehologist eould retire on the 
money it would take to get Raehel 
up to a healthy self-esteem level, not 
to mention the talk therapy it would 
take to eonvinee Dex that “not bum- 
ming out your parents” is a stupid 
reason to go ahead with a wedding 
you don’t want and to explain to 
Darey that the world eontains not 
only her but other people as well. 

Aetually, for all that Darey is 
elearly set up as the villain — and, 
yes, one eould make a strong ease 
that she is, perhaps, the Devil — she 
might aetually be the healthiest per- 
son in the movie. She liked Dex and 
so she asked him out — she didn’t 
just stare at him with her stupid eyes. 

This movie eould have been an 
interesting examination of female 
friendship (the only really tolera- 
ble parts are the few seenes where 
it shows us the Darey-Raehel 
friendship in aetion and hints at the 
bond that made them BFFs in the 
first plaee). Or it eould have been 
a guilty-pleasure love story about 
a woman eoming out of her shell 
(it probably should have given that 
woman a shell but, hey, details). 
But it was neither of these. Nor was 
it a frothy little romantie eomedy 
on the order of Bridget Jones 'Dia- 
ry (or any other movie made from a 
Jane Austen book), though I eould 
tell it wanted to be that. I even 
don’t hate the wanting-your-best- 
friend’s-guy setup; there’s plenty of 
good soapy possibility in it. Over- 
lay the modern laek of reasonable 
impediment to romanee on the Jane 
Austen restraint-and-duty bone 
strueture, however, and the result 
is a story where everybody aets in 
insane ways and the female eharae- 
ters all end up humiliated by a truly 
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weak and loathsome man. The man Dex is 
at the end of the movie, after all his Raehel- 
or-Darey indeeisiveness, is not a romantie 
hero. He is not a guy who seems worth hav- 
ing been pined for. 

And that’s just the big stuff I hate about 
this movie. 

There’s also little stuff, like the fact that 
everybody is supposed to be in their 30s but 
acts like they’re 14. (Rachel even dresses a 
bit like a gawky teenager.) Or that every- 
body seems weirdly wealthy despite only 
Rachel having a visible job. Or the sections 
that take place in the Hamptons for no reason 
other than to show off more fancy settings. 
Or the fact that a ’90s cover band is a plot 
point (’90s cover band? Is ’90s retro now? 
Did you just call me “old,” movie?). Or the 
sudden and unnecessary use of slo-mo. Even 
at less than two hours, the last thing I want- 
ed in this insufferable movie was for any of 
the mo to become any more slo. 

Cruel and insufferable — that’s how this 
movie felt, all the more so because you’re 
expecting something so much lighter and 
sweeter from this candy-colored genre. F

Fast Five (PG-13) 

Shiny cars! Shiny muscles! 

Vin Diesel! in Fast Five^ the 
fifth movie in The Fast and The 
Furious franchise. 

This movie starts almost exactly where 
the last one ended, with former federal agent 
Brian O’Connor (Paul Walker) and his girl- 
friend Mia (Jordana Brewster) pulling their 
fast cars up to the bus taking Dominic Toret- 
to (Vin Diesel) to prison. They break him 
out and head into the wind, now all fugi- 
tives. O’Connor and Mia, who is also Dorn’s 
sister, head to Rio, where they meet up with 
old friend Vince (Matt Schulze). He recom- 
mends they earn some fast bucks stealing a 
few cars from a train. Dom, newly arrived, 
meets up with them mid-theft. Though tech- 
nically quite impressive — moving train, 
cars unloaded from a hole sliced in the side 
— the car heist is not quite a success. The 
cars had been U.S. Drug Enforcement Agen- 
cy evidence and some agents were killed in 
the melee. Those deaths are pinned on our 
merry band of thieves — instead of the drug 
dealer (Joaquim de Almeida) who employs 
the men that did the shooting — and as a 
result the U.S. government sends a team 
led by Agent Hobbs (Dwayne Johnson) to 
find them. Because the car that Dom and co. 
got away from the train robbery in held an 
important piece of evidence, the drug deal- 
ers are also after them. And since everybody 
is chasing them, Dom and O’Connor decide 
to take the fight to the drug dealers in hopes 
of pulling off the ultimate robbery that will 
give the group the cash to get put of the life 
forever. 

And now would be the perfect time to 
get out of the life for O’Connor and Mia, 
because guess who is throwing up and not 
drinking beer? 

The plot as I’ve described it here looks 
way more involved than it actually feels in 


the movie. Even when we get to the One 
Last Robbery stuff — which brings back 
characters from previous Fasts such as 
Roman (Tyrese Gibson), Han (Sung Kang), 
Tej (Chris “Ludacris” Bridges) and more — 
the story is never so taxing that it requires 
you to put effort into following it. On the 
screen, it’s all about Walker and Diesel 
jumping out of a car as it careens over a cliff 
or Diesel and Johnson having a prolonged 
shiny-muscle fight — the movie’s gift to gay 
men and straight women. (And let me say a 
hearty “thank you, movie!”) 

Fast Five requires nothing of you other 
than to have fun, presents sheer excitement 
with no messy character growth or subtext 
to get in the way of the ride (if there is sub- 
text, I think it can be summed up as “vrroom 
vrroom.”). Is this a perfect piece of cinemat- 
ic art? No. But it is a perfectly good time. B

Dylan Dog: Dead of Night 
(PG-13) 

A detective works with and 
against various types of undead 
New Orleans residents to solve 
a murder in Dylan Dog: Dead of 
Nighty a low-budget horror and 
action movie based on a comic 
book. 

At least, I hope it’s low-budget — it looks 
and feels like a movie made with a few low- 
limit credit cards and somebody’s leftover 
Halloween make-up. 

Dylan Dog (Brandon Routh) is a 
down-market private investigator, most- 
ly following cheating spouses and the like. 
But soon we learn that he was once a kind of 
sheriff for the undead — keeping the zom- 
bies, vampires and werewolves that call New 
Orleans home in line and from encroaching 
too much on the human world. But a mys- 
terious something happened that resulted in 
the death of his fiancee and his leaving that 
world behind. That is until a client, Eliza- 
beth (Anita Briem), asks him to look into the 
death of her father. He quickly decides that 
out-of-the-ordinary forces are involved and 
turns down the case. But then those forces 
kill his partner Marcus (Sam Huntington) 
and Dylan decides, since there’s a movie 
happening and all, he’s got to get involved. 
We then begin the hunt through the under- 
belly of the city: werewolves like Gabriel 
(Peter Stormare), vampires like Vargas 
(Taye Diggs) and zombies like, well, as it 
turns out Marcus wasn’t so much “killed” as 
“made dead,” which is, as Dylan explains, a 
manageable condition. 

Dylan Dog is a cute idea — and, no. I’m 
guessing “cute idea” is not the quote you’re 
going to see on the back of the DVD box, 
which may actually be on shelves by, like, the 
time you read this. This movie feels like it had 
half-hearted support in the beginning of its 
development and then absolutely none during 
its actual production, thus you have recog- 
nizable actors like Routh and Diggs but very 
hokey-looking monsters and special effects.

As it stands, though, this movie 
will make a moderately OK pieee of entertain- 
ment to fall asleep to when it shows up in the 
Free Movies seetion of your On Demand. C-

Hoodwinked Too! Hood 
vs. Evil (PG) 

Red Riding Hood, the Big 
Bad Wolf and a manic squirrel 
are tasked with saving Granny 
in Hoodwinked Too! Hood vs. 

Evil, an exhausting, unfun riff on 
assorted fairy tales. 

Granny (voiee of Glenn Close) is still 
working for the Happily Ever After agen- 
ey for Nieky Flippers (David Ogden Stiers) 
with Big Bad Wolf (Patriek Warburton) and 
Twitehy (Cory Edwards), solving fairy tale- 
related troubles. Red (Hayden Panettiere) 
has taken a leave of absenee to train with the 
Sisters of the Hood in a sanetuary where she 
appears to be learning kung-fu and baking. 
When Granny is eaptured by witeh Verush- 
ka (Joan Cusaek) while trying to save Hansel 
(Bill Hader) and Gretel (Amy Poehler), Red 
is ealled home to team up with Wolf to find 
Granny and solve a mystery that involves 
Verushka, a group of assassin pigs, a magieal 
truffle and perhaps Boing the Bunny (Andy 
Diek), the villain of the first movie. 

One rat-a-tat pop eulture referenee hit- 
ting you like a pie to the faee after another 

— that’s the experienee of watehing Hood- 
winked Tool. And even that might be OK 
if the eharaeters weren’t so, well, horri- 
ble. Panettiere’s Red is sanetimonious and 

— while you hate to say this about a little ear- 
toon girl it seems the most aeeurate — bitehy. 


I found myself wanting this eentral eharaeter 
to just leave the sereen, so abrasive and shrill 
was her presenee. Warburton, so exeellent as 
The Tiek, is just a maehine gun of under-the- 
breath zaniness here. Cusaek and Poehler feel 
poorly used — made to go big and ehew the 
seenery but then not given the ehanee to do 
anything interesting with their eharaeters. I 
wanted to just turn down the volume on these 
eharaeters and slow down the erazed paee of 
so mueh jokiness. 

But will the kids like it? I suppose — I heard 
laughter in the theater where I saw this movie, 
and the movie is short enough. But I also see 
the possibility for all those referenees to mar- 
tial arts movies, night elubs, gangster movies 
and other things not generally seen on Niek Jr. 
to sail over younger viewers’ heads and leave 
them bored. In any event, the suffering of the 
parents might just be too great to justify the 
mild entertainment of a few kids. D+

Prom (PG) 

Disney presents a safe-for- 
kids version of the epic event 
that is senior prom in Prom, a 
bland bit of white toast with just 
the lightest spread of ^life lesson 
learning” jelly. 

As a senior elass readies for prom, we 
wateh a handful of teens deal with the forth- 
eoming big night in different ways. Doofus 
Lloyd (Nieholas Braun) ean’t seem to find 
a girl to ask out. Mei (Yin Chang) is anx- 
ious about going with longtime boyfriend 
Justin (Jared Kusnitz) beeause she’s deeid- 
ed to go to a different eollege than him and 
is worried about what he’ll say and wheth- 
er it will break them up. Sehool joek Tyler 
(DeVaughn Nixon) is expeeted to be king to 
longtime girlfriend Jordan’s (Kylie Bunbury) 
queen, but he’s also trying to woo sopho- 
more Simone (Danielle Campbell) — apple 
of age- appropriate elassmate Lueas’ (Nolan 
Sotillo) eye — on the side. And then there’s 
Nova (Aimee Teegarden), who is dreaming 
of a perfeet night with Brandon (Jonathan 
Keltz) and has worked hard on deeorations 
to make it so. When all the eardboard stars 


for the “starry night” motif are destroyed, 
sehool bad-boy Jesse (Thomas MeDonell) is 
assigned by the prineipal to help her repair 
and remake the trimmings for the night of so 
many dreams. And sinee she’s Prineess Per- 
feet and he’s Slaeker MeLeatherjaeket, they 
are elearly meant to be. 

Who wants to be that person, the one 
grumpily saying “bah, humbug” about enter- 
tainment that presents high sehool students 
as kinder and gentler (not, say, like the jaded 
40- somethings they seem to be on shows like 
Gossip Girl) and prom as sweet (as opposed 
to, say, a drunken orgy)? Oh, heek, I guess 
I’ll be that person. Bah, humbug, this movie 
is awful — it’s eliehed, boring and eomplete- 
ly without the magie that it elaims prom itself 
is all about. It eaptures neither the sweet- 
ness that ean oeeur at the end of high sehool 
nor the rated-R attraetions that give prom its 
exeitement- and anxiety-eausing edge. Char- 
aeters tell us over and over that prom is all 
about hanging out with friends and elass- 
mates one last time but we don’t get any 
sense of why that’s important to these eharae- 
ters (whom we basieally never get to know). 
Everything in this movie it stated, not shown 
— the dialogue all sounds like it eomes right 
out of some health-elass exereise about mak- 
ing good life ehoiees. 

The prom itself happens in maybe the last 
1 5 minutes or so of a painfully slow-moving 
story that gives time to eaeh one of its paper- 
thin plots but wears out most of the viewer’s 
patienee with the Nova/Jesse storyline. Nova 
is whiny and Jesse is a pale imitation of the 
Judd Nelson eharaeter in The Breakfast Club 
(though John Bender is the very definition 
of bad-assery eompared to this thin shell of 
an “outsider”). The movie eomplieates their 
relationship with some utter nonsense about 
how her father disapproves of Jesse, all lead- 
ing up to his delivering a “stay away from my 
daughter” speeeh that would have made sense 
if Jesse had just impregnated Nova but is an 
atom bomb to shoo an ant in this ease. (And of 
eourse, nobody in this world is ever impreg- 
nated — I’m sure all these teens hatehed from 
Disney- trademarked plush stork eggs.) 

It’s not that a prom story has to have sex 
or that teens have to be as painfully self- 
aware as the east of Glee to be believable. 
But this movie tries to have it both ways — 
fetishizing prom and eompletely ignoring 
any of its realities. We see guys devise elab- 
orate ways of asking girls out to prom (some 
more involved than most wedding propos- 
als — really? This is a thing now?) but it is 
shown in the movie as nothing more than a 
danee in the sehool gym. 

How little eonneetion does this movie have 
to reality? Jesse, whose family baekstory is 
the most dramatie, is shown as helping his 
mother eare for his little brother. His mother 
is played by Christine Elise — or, as people 
of a eertain age might better remember her, 
Emily Valentine, the unhinged troublemaker 
of Beverley Hills 90210 who stalked Brandon 
and almost set fire to herself on a homeeom- 
ing float. Suddenly, I found myself thinking 
about Donna Martin and her drunken senior 
prom. Compared to Prom, those old episodes 
of 90210 look like searing doeumentaries. D

Music is the inspiration in Wgnettes of Ufe 

Revue rides on lesser-known Broadway tunes

There’s a soundtraek to everyone’s life — 
words and music that perfectly describe a 
challenge, distill an emotion or soothe the wea- 
ry soul. Even if the music in one’s head doesn’t 
inspire spontaneous singing and dancing, it’s 
there. This thought guides Vignettes of Life, 
a locally produced revue of Broadway tunes 
playing May 7 and 8 in Nashua and Derry. 

‘The musical theater genre itself is a little 
bit ridiculous. People randomly bursting into 
song is just kind of funny in itself,” says the 
show’s author and director, 25-year-old Lau- 
ra Minor. “But as a society, we do so often turn 
to songs to express emotions and feelings and 
thoughts.” 

Instead of focusing on well-known stan- 
dards, the program consists of less familiar 
material by well-known composers, including 
Stephen Sondheim, Leonard Bernstein and 
Jason Robert Brown. Choices like “Some Oth- 
er Time” {On the Town), “Does the Moment 
Ever Come” {Just So) and “Baby Dream Your 
Dream” {Sweet Charity) blend longing, mel- 
ancholy and even a twinge of hopelessness. 

“I wanted to do something that highlight- 
ed songs that were very, very poignant with 
raw human emotions,” explains Minor, “and 
there’s enough lightheartedness in it for people 
to not walk away feeling hopeless — at least I 
hope not.” 

Of the latter, there’s the empowered anthem 
“I’m a Woman” from Smoky Joes Cafe, with 
the memorable line, “I can make a dress out of 
a feedbag and I can make a man out of you.” 
The lighthearted “Blue Hair” {The Black Suits) 
describes a bored teenage girl who dyes her 
hair blue on a whim. 

“We’ve all had a moment of ‘I’m just going 
to do this. I’m an independent person just start- 
ing to discover myself,”’ observes Minor. “We 
make these decisions that aren’t always the 
best, but you’re asserting your own individu- 
ality in the world.” 

To cast Vignettes of Life, Minor recruited 
local singers and actors from other productions 
she’d done. Lauren Friedman and Katie Weiss 
worked with her last year on Aida. Friedman 
is a Nashua native raised in a theater family, 
while Weiss is a classically trained vocalist

and, says Minor, 

“a phenomenal 
opera singer — 
which is cool.” 

Danny Nick- 
erson hails from 
Methuen, Mass., 
and has worked 
with Minor on 
shows staged at 
the Cannon The- 
atre in Littleton, as 
well a Minor-pro- 
duced show last 
year. Rounding 
out the six-mem- 
ber cast are Joel 
Iwaskiewicz of 
Nashua and Bed- 
ford’s Nathan 
Schwartberg. 

The upcoming performances will bene- 
fit Manchester Habitat For Humanity. Minor, 
who describes herself as “a Granite State girl 
all the way,” teaches music to middle school 
students in Pelham and is keenly aware of area 
charities, but didn’t know the national organi- 
zation had a branch in the Queen City. “I was 
looking for a local charity that maybe isn’t as 
noticed by a lot of people,” says Minor. “I was 
thinking, wow, if I am not even aware, then 
a lot may not know about the amazing work 
they are doing in the area; I would like to bring 
focus to that.” 

Minor learned about Nashua’s Studio 
99, where the show plays May 7 at 7 p.m., 
through Friedman. “It’s a fantastic little stu- 
dio,” she says, where “up and coming artists 
. . . actually have somewhere to go to have their 
music appreciated.” The Derry Opera House is 
very familiar; it’s a place where Minor’s done 
shows since grade school. 

Minor grew up in a musical family. Both her 
parents sing and her father is a guitarist. “I was 
very much surrounded by music,” she says. “I 
was in choir starting at the age of 4 and sang in 
choir all the way through high school.” 

Her first musical was a middle school 
production of Pirates of Penzance. “I was hor- 
rendous and my family won’t tell you that,” 
Minor says with a laugh. Later, she earned a 
music degree with a concentration in voice at 


Grove City College, a small Christian school 
north of Pittsburgh, Penn. 

She returned home to Londonderry and 
began teaching soon after receiving her degree, 
but a few years away from treading the boards 
gave her pause. 

“I realized my life wasn’t complete without 
theater,” she says. Minor performed in her first 
post-college show in 2009. 

Asked if there’s a future beyond the sched- 
uled two-show run of Vignettes of Life, Minor 
is hopeful. 

“In my wildest dreams, I would love for 
us to take this and perform other places,” she 
says. “I really do think it’s a great message and 
a lot of people will take a lot out of it, whether 
they are in these moments right now or they’ve 
been there before — they can relate to it a lot.” 

“If someone who comes to see the show 
presents me with an opportunity — I would 
jump on that.”

Woe to anyone without a seat for Liz Long- 
ley’s appearance May 7 at Tupelo Music Hall. 
It’s the 23 -year-old singer-songwriter’s fourth 
consecutive sellout of the Londonderry room, 
a mn that began while she was still a student at 
Berklee College of Music in Boston. 

Longley booked her first Tupelo show in 
2009, after writing venue talent coordinator 
Robert Haigh to ask for an opening slot. He 
suggested she first play an open-mike night — 
“That’s how we gauge how they might do,” he 


explained recently. 

A few weeks later, Haigh noticed Longley’s 
name on a list of performers at the Club Pas- 
sim Campfire, a biannual event sponsored by 
the legendary Cambridge folk club. He decid- 
ed to go online and check out her music. 

Haigh was impressed enough to waive his mle 
and offer her a spot on a bill with Lucy Kaplan- 
sky. After a well-received set, Longley sold an 
unheard-of 60 CDs. Most openers do five or six; 
the best might break 20 on a good night, says 
Haigh. After half a dozen similarly successful 
opening turns, Tupelo booked her as a headliner. 

Longley’s first show sold out five months 


in advance. 

Haigh is a 25-year veteran of the New Eng- 
land music scene who helped both Shawn 
Colvin and Lori McKenna get their start at the 
Old Vienna Coffee House in Westboro, Mass. 
When it comes to folk music, he claims to 
have American Idol ears. 

“Once every eight years or so, an artist comes 
along that you just know has the ‘it’ factor,” he 
says. “Liz is one. I’ve had the honor of work- 
ing with a couple of performers early in their 
careers who have gone on to win Grammys and 
other noteworthy accomplishments. I believe I 
will see Liz in the same light in a few years.”

The awards she’s already won are peppered 
with noteworthy names like Mountain Stage, 
Kerrville and the Roeky Mountain Folk Fes- 
tival. Perhaps her greatest honor so far eame 
last summer. When Longley began at 

Berklee, a friend eneouraged her to make 
a list of goals as a musieian. She laughed 
out loud when he suggested she aim for the 
Newport Folk Festival. Later, Longley was 
floored when Bob Jones, longtime booker for 
the prestigious Rhode Island event, invited 
her to perform. ‘Tt was a really magieal day,” 
she said by telephone reeently from her fam- 
ily home in Pennsylvania. “There’s a lot of 
history there, so it was an honor to be asked to 
be part of it. It was a grand old time.” 

Longley blends sweet and soulful sing- 
ing with emotionally direet lyries that 
frequently strike a deep ehord with her 
audienee. Men have told her through tears 
that “Unraveling,” a poignant song about 
her grandmother’s struggle with Alzheim- 
er’s disease, mirrors their experienees with 
their own mothers. Breakup songs like 
“Going Where the Leaving Takes Me” and 
the eountrified “That’s What Livin’ s For” 
hold nothing baek, something her female 
fans adore. 

She freely admits the lyries are drawn from 
her own life; writing and performing them, 
she says, provides both a path to healing and a 
proeess for self-diseovery. 

“It’s strangely eomforting telling a venue 
full of 300 people that my heart is broken,” 
she says with a laugh. “Fm surprised at how 
the speeifies of what I went through ean trig- 
ger something in someone ... I feel like my 
honesty has ereated stronger relationships 
with my fans.” 


Though it’s hard to fathom, Longley was 
not so long ago a shy teenager. “I wasn’t one 
of those kids saying, T want to be a star’ — 
that was the farthest thing from what I wanted 
to be,” she reealls. She wrote her first song at 
age 14 and performed it for her high sehool 
student body. “I got a standing ovation and 
was overwhelmed. I fell in love with that eon- 
neetion with people.” 

She didn’t really begin to reveal herself 
through musie until she experieneed her first 
breakup at age 17. 

“I slowly started writing more honest songs 
[and] began realizing that people eonneeted 
more with that honesty. Then I’m like, well, 
why not? Beeause after a show someone will 
tell me. That song is exaetly what I’m going 
through.’ That’s worth it to me, putting myself 
out there.” 

Longley had a varied musieal ehildhood 
Her guitarist father enjoyed jazz and onee 
took her to see Jane Monheit, while her moth- 
er sang along to eountry reeords; the family 
stereo featured everything from Curtis May- 
field to Joni Mitehell. She soaked it all up, 
and it shows in her songs, whieh skip easily 
between folk, tuneful pop and jazzy impro- 
visations like a seat-sung medley of Van 
Morrison’s “Moondanee” and the old stan- 
dard “Summertime,” a eoneert staple. 

She’s not eeleetie by design. “Different sit- 
uations inspire different feelings, and different 
feelings eome out with different sounds,” says 
Longley. “Just beeause you ean do one thing 
doesn’t mean you ean’t express yourself in 
another. I’m not trying to do anything; it’s just 
the way I write.” 

Before eoming to New Hampshire, Long- 
ley will play a pair of shows in Nashville, a 
plaee she hopes to eall home “in the next sev- 
eral months.” It’s easy to imagine a Musie 
City erooner wrapping their voiee around one 
of her tunes, but “nothing is happening yet. I 
would love to get my songs out to people, but 
it’s not something that I am pursuing imme- 
diately. I just want to get down there and be 
ehallenged as a songwriter, grow as an artist. I 
love playing shows, and it’s a great eommuni- 
ty with a lot of support.”

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Regulation, Yes! 

Businesses typieally resist government 
regulation, but in Mareh Florida’s interior 
designers begged the state House of Rep- 
resentatives to eontinue eontrolling them, 
with a theatrieally ham-handed lobbying 
eampaign ehallenging a deregulation bill. 
Designers righteously insisted that only 
“lieensed professionals” (with a minimum 
six years of eollege and experienee) eould 
prevent the nausea Floridians would suffer 
from inappropriate eolor sehemes (affect- 
ing the “autonomic nervous system” and 
salivary glands). Also, poorly designed 
prison interiors could be turned into weap- 
ons by inmates. Furthermore, deregulation 
would contribute to “88,000 deaths” a year 
from flammable materials that would sud- 
denly inundate the market in the absence 
of licensing. Said one designer, address- 
ing House committee members, “You (here 
in this chamber) don’t even have correct 
seating.” (If deregulation is successful, 
competition will increase, and lower fees 
are expected.) 

Cultural Diversity 

• The longstanding springtime culinary 
tradition of urine-soaked eggs endures, in 
Dongyang, China, according to a March 
CNN dispatch. Prepubescent boys con- 
tribute their urine (apparently without 
inhibition) by filling containers at schools, 
and the eggs are boiled according to reci- 
pe and sold for the equivalent of about 23 
cents each. Many residents consider the tra- 
dition gross, but for devotees, it represents, 
as one said, “the (joyous) smell of spring.” 

• The port town of Kumai, Borneo, con- 
sists of low-rise shops and houses serving 
a population of 20,000 but also many tall, 
windowless box buildings perforated with 
small holes. The structures are actually 
birdhouses, for the town’s chief industry 
is harvesting the nests of the humming- 
bird-like swiftlet, constructed of its own 
saliva, which, properly processed, yields 
a sweet-tasting paste with alleged medici- 
nal qualities and highly revered throughout 
Asia, according to a January BBC News 
report. 

• In January, while the Texas Legislature 
debated budget cuts that would almost cer- 
tainly cost Allen High School (just north 
of Dallas) at least $ 1 8 million and require 
layoffs of teachers and other school per- 
sonnel, construction was continuing on the 
school’s new $60 million football stadium. 
Noted a New York Times report on the sta- 
dium (which 63 percent of voters approved 
in a 2009 bond referendum), “(O)nly foot- 
ball supersedes faith and family (among 
Texans).” 

Latest Religous Messages 

Former stripper Crystal Deans, who said 
she learned the trade at age 18 but later 
retired and turned to God for help through 
a rough patch of her life, now offers free 
pole-dancing classes in Spring, Texas, near 
Houston, expressly for Christian women. 
Her gyrations may be the same as when she 
was working, she said, but now everyone 
is clothed, and she dances only to “Chris- 
tian music.” 


NEWS OF THE WEIRD

Questionable Judgments 

• For Career Day in April at Shady Grove 
Elementary School in Henrico, Va., kids 
heard a local plastic surgeon describe his 
specialty, but not until afterward did parents 
learn that the surgeon had brought along 
as props saline breast implants (which he 
passed around for the kids to handle). Many 
parents were outraged, and even one calmer 
parent commented, “Career Day sure isn’t 
what it once was.” 

• The End Is Near, But How Near? In 
March in Owensboro, Ky., James Birk- 
head, 52, was sentenced to 5 1/2 months 
in jail for making survivalist bombs to pro- 
tect his family after he became alarmed 
by the movie “2012,” which portrays the 
chaos expected next year when the world 
ends (as supposedly foretold by the Mayan 
calendar). By contrast, Edwin Ramos of 
Vineland, N.J., is busy traveling the East 
Coast in his RV trying to warn people that 
the end will not be in 2012 but actually this 
month — May 21, 2011. (The discrepancy 
would not exist if there had been a bibli- 
cal year “0” after B.C. and before A.D.) 
Ramos’ father apparently does not share his 
son’s view because he accepted ownership 
of Ramos’ successful construction business 
as Ramos concluded that it had no future. 

Least Competent Criminals 

A man stole Waltham, Mass., student 
Mark Bao’s notebook computer in March, 
but Bao used his automatic online-backup 
service to access the hard drive while the 
thief was using it, to discover a performance 
video of a man (presumably the thief) danc- 
ing (lamely, thought Bao) to a pop song. Bao 
uploaded the video to YouTube — where 
700,000 viewers showed it the proper dis- 
respect — and also tracked down the thief’s 
e-mail address and informed him of his new 
Internet “stardom.” Shortly afterward, the 
still-unidentified thief turned in the note- 
book to Bentley University police with an 
apology to “Mark,” begging him to take 
down the video. 


Recurring Themes 

Apple’s iPad 2 is in short supply world- 
wide, and so, coincidentally, are paper 
models of the device demanded by those 
of Chinese heritage at the Qingming Festi- 
val in Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia. Confucian 
tradition promises good fortune to the dead 
if their relatives burn impressive-enough 
offerings at graveside during the festival 
(as News of the Weird mentioned in 2006). 
Though local vendors offer paper models 
of first-generation iPads to burn, and paper 
Samsung Galaxy Tabs, some families fear 
that misfortune will ensue if they fail to 
burn the most advanced version of the iPad. 
(Low-tech families burn paper copies of 
money or paper shirts or shoes.)
